IMPROVED TRADE STATISTICS, 
THROUGH CO-OPERATION OF GOV- 
ERNMENT AGENCIES AND CHEM- 
ISTS OF THE UNITED STATES, GIVEN 
NEW IMPETUS. 





At the Seattle meeting of the American Chemical 
Society in 1915 was launched a movement, since 
come national, for the revision of the import and 
sport statistics of the United States, to include a 
more widely inclusive range of commodities. At 
ihe Cleveland meeting of the same society last week 
te report of the special committee having this mat- 
tet in charge was enthusiastically accepted, and a 
new committee named to act as a clearing-house be- 
ween the chemists of the country and the Federal 
departments and bureaus, to the end that the lists 
may be as complete and as detailed as possible. 
This report, as presented by Dr. Bernhard C. Hesse 
as chairman, set forth the following interesting 

Upwards of 20,000 invoices of imported chem- 
ils have been segregated from a total of more 
than 500,000 general invoices from 100 ports of 
eatry into the Unted States and its possessions. 


These invoices are being transcribed at the rate 
1,000 a day, and will then be assembled to show 
the following information :— 

l. Name of chemical or material of, or for, 
chemical industry. 

2. Total of pounds or other quantity units. 

3. Total value. 

4. Countries of origin, arranged in the order of 
eit participation and showing the percentage of 
weh participation. 

Plans for the utilization of these statistics call 
or their analysis by the American Chemical Society 
and entries showing for the manufactured and semi- 
manufactured articles the raw materials, mineral, 
Vegetable and animal, and the approximate quan- 
lites of each entering into their production. The 

ogical Survey will then prepare a succinct state- 
ment as to the location and production of the min- 
tal raw materials, and Dr. Carl Alsberg, chief 
of the Bureau of Chemistry of the Department of 
Agriculture, has offered to enlist that department's 
‘operation through its various bureaus for similar 
treatment of the vegetable and animal raw materials. 

¢ tariff commission has been approached for its 
‘operation in listing the industrial and commercial 
lwes of each of these 4,000 entries, with prospects 
not hopeless. 

With such a compilation as an appendix to the 
statistics now approaching completion, it should be 
possible dependably and rapidly to ascertain for any 
manufactured and semi-manufactured product the 


‘Mounts imported, what raw materials and_ their 
‘mounts were needed, what uses it has in the arts, 
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and also for any given raw material information as 
to what finished or semi-finished products made from 
it were imported, their industrial uses and the re- 
spective amounts of all and each. Domestic pro- 
duction of raw materials for chemical industry, semi- 
finished and finished chemical products shoud be 
greatly stimulated and its growth intelligently di- 
rected through such a compilation, the successful 
making of which is beyond the strength of any one 
man or group of men, as has been conclusively dem- 
onstrated by occasional abortive efforts abroad. 


The manuscript for the publication containing the 
analysis of the first 4,000 entries will be in the 
hands of the printer by December 1, and it is be- 
lieved will be printed and ready for distribution by 
February, 1919. The results of the unselfish ef- 
forts of the chemists who inaugurated this highly 
important work are now crystalizing into concrete 
form. 

The Reporter has from the first urged the neces- 
sity for the development of this statistical data to 
the highest degree compatible with efficiency and 
the utilization of Government facilities. Its neces- 
sity is admitted by all who have been called upon 
to answer queries incident to war-time development 
and substitution of domestic products for those hith- 
erto imported. We congratulate the chemical indus- 
try upon this new achievement in constructive effort, 
not minimizing the work of the committee which has 
had the work in charge, nor the farsightedness of 
the Government bureaus which have agreed to co- 
operate in perfecting the system. Its appeal to the 
producer of the United States is direct in that it 
paves the way for a general system of statistical 


.commodity treatment which will permit the authori- 


tative answer of the two great questions which have 
heen so many times asked—and so many times un- 
answered since the war began:— 

Just what can we produce here for domestic use 
that was formerly imported ? 

Just what can we produce here for export that 
was formerly purchased in foreign marts?

Within a month the conventions of three great 
associations representing American industries will be 
held, two in New York and one in Boston. The 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Association and the 
Independent Oil Men’s Association in this city the 
week of October 7, and the National Paint, Oil 
and Varnish Association in Boston during the week 
of October 21. Each of these national gatherings 
will have brought before it topics for discussion and 
for action of vital importance to the industry repre- 
sented, and, to no small degree, to the Govern- 
ment. 

For, unlike any similar conventions of these or- 
ganizations heretofore held, in their programs the 
war and its problems as affecting the industries and 
the Federal activities of the United States will be 
paramount. 

An early propaganda on the part of a few, who 
saw in these annual gatherings the opportunity for 
pleasant relaxation, has given place to the announced 
policy on the part of the officers and convention 
committees that business must be first; in fact, that in 
deed as in name these annual meetings must become 
petroleum or drug or paint and varnish “war ses- 
sions” of more importance to the industries repre- 
sented than conferences with War Board or Service 
Committee, in that they offer the best available op- 
portunity for consideration and settlement of ques- 
tions of first import to the indusries themselves. 

And these problems are no mere idle hearsay. 
Scarcely a day passes without some proposed change 
in production or distribution regulation from Federal 
sources, some further pruning of container or fuel 
use, some higher freight rate on specified commodi- 
ties, some new article or basic material placed upon 
import or export conservation list. Such problems 
must be considered by the men in the individual 
industry best fitted by training and by personal 
knowledge to cope with them—the men collectively 
and not individually—and there can be no better

forum for such consideration and for the promul- 
gation of Government ideas and policies by mem- 
bers of the War Administration than the annual 
convention of an industry. 

Serious results may hang upon the decisions 
reached at the conventions to be held during the next 
four weeks, serious as affecting the industries and 
the individual members of the industries. New 
policies must be adopted, and this cannot be done 
without uninterrupted consideration. The conven- 
tion as a place of recreation has no standing in war 
time, and it is a source of congratulation that the 
programs of these three great national bodies indi- 
cate the entire sympathy of the officers and commit- 
tees with the slogan, “‘Real business first, then per- 
sonal business—at home.” 

Conservation of time and centralization of effort 
upon the business for which the convention is called 
is the most genuine type of war-time conservation. 
With the knowledge that such is to be the prevailing 
spirit at these national gatherings, even the man 
whose time is most completely taken up with other 
duties will recognize his duty to his industry and his 
association, and will fulfill his obligation by attend- 
ing the coming sessions. 

As a result the coming gatherings in this city and 
in Boston should establish a new high mark for 
efficiency and for effective collaboration toward per- 


manent accomplishment.

FLAXSEED CROP REPORT FOR SEP- 
TEMBER SHOWS IMPROVED CONDI- 
TION AND AUGURS HEAVIER HAR- 
VEST. 





Despite the considerable improvement both in the 
condition of the flaxseed crop and in the estimate of 
final production as based on September | conditions, 
the price of spot seed in the primary centers of the 
Northwest holds firm, and well over the $4 a bushel 
mark. In fact, the Duluth price cash and to arrive 
on Friday was $4.13, with the same quotation for 
September. 

The significant feature of the September official 
flaxseed report given out during the week was the 
gain in estimated yield of more than 1,000,000 
bushels over the total set a month ago. The con- 
dition of the crop is also held to be 2 per cent. better 
—72.6 in September, as against 70.6 in August, 
and 50.2 per cent. in September a year ago. 

The estimated yield, based on this percentage and 
the same acreage as heretofore—1,967,000 acres 
—is 15,900,000 bushels, as compared with 14,- 
800,000 estimated August 1, and 11,000,000 in 
September of last year. In addition, the outlook 
in Canada is more optimistic than in the immediate 
past, and there is every indication that the shortage 
in linseed oil will be relieved naturally within a 
short time, even though the Argentine may be called 
upon later to meet the unusual demands incident to 
war-time consumption of the oil. There will be 
no let-up, however, in the Government campaign for 
consumption curtailment except for essential uses.

Opening on Monday next, September 23, at the 
Grand Central Palace in this city, the Fourth Na- 
tional Exposition of Chemical Industries will be the 
final exposition to be held there until after the war. 
The exposition, more than any of its predecessors, 
will be an embodiment of war development in chem- 
ical and allied industries, and the more than 350 
exhibits will represent every field of practical and 
applied chemistry, as well as the perfection attained 
by the American dyestuff industry during the four 
years since the beginning of the world war. 

In addition to these tangible evidences of Ameri- 
can scientific research and application, leading chem- 
ists and industrial workers, educators and govern- 
ment experts, will tell the technical and industrial 
side of the story of American chemical development 
at a series of conferences to be held daily in the 
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audience room of the exposition building. These 
addresses, while of genuine constructive and in- 
formative value to chemists and manufacturers, will 
have a picturesque side also which cannot but appeal 
to the public, since, in connection with these confer- 
ences, a most elaborate series of moving pictures 
of plants and processes is to be shown daily. 


The search for potash, following the shutting out 
of the German product by war embargo, has led to 
the development of potash recovery plants from 
cement dust, and of extraction plants from the giant 
kelp beds of the Pacific coast, and these processes 
will not only be explained by experts connected with 
such recovery, but the spectator will be shown on the 
screen every step in the recovery of this important ma- 
terial. Scores of similar industrial processes will be 
discussed and illustrated, and this feature of the 
exposition might well be termed “‘a short course in 
industrial chemistry,’’ with the added advantage that 
much of the material information to be gleaned at 
these conference sessions has never yet appeared in 
text book or class thesis.

REPORTER MARKETS DURING THE 


WEEK JUST CLOSED. 





Paint and Paint Material.—The general demand 
for paints and paint material is quiet, but the 
volume of Government business is very large, and 
the plans for contruction work the Government

for democracy; 
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has in hand show that this demand is going to 
continue and to increase. 


Naval Stores.—The sensational advance in the price 
of rosin continues, and prices are 35 to 60 cents 
a barrel higher than a week ago, and the highest 
the market has ever known. The price of turpen- 
tine remains unchanged at 6614 cents a gallon. 


Vegetable, Animal and Fish Oils—The fixing of 
the price of cottonseed oil at the same level as 
last season has given a better tone to the market 
for competing oils, and an improved demand for 
soya bean has been developed. The reports from 
the flaxseed crop are encouraging. Animal and 
fish oils have been quiet during the past week. 


Linseed Oil.—The leading crushers are still asking 
$1.90 a gallon for spot oil, but are selling for 
future delivery at $1.81. This price is being 
named, however, only to actual consumers who 
have Government contracts. It seems that an 
effort will be made to keep oil out of the hands 
of middlemen as much as possible. 


Petroleum and Products.—The principal interest in 
the petroleum market today is the Congressional 
agitation following the movement for the conser- 
vation of gasoline by reducing pleasure car con- 
sumption. Following the Senator Lodge demand 
for authentic data as to production and consump- 
tion, and the bringing out of the fact that a deficit 
of 3,000 barrels a day in gasoline is now pre- 
vailing, Congress has called upon Fuel Adminis- 
trator Garfield and his assistants to tell why the 
gasolineless Sunday was inaugurated, and why, 
if necessary, only the eastern part of the country 
was affected by the suggestion. There is no in- 
terest in the market otherwise, prices are un- 
changed, and demand holds to normal war-time 
levels. A shift upward in the quotation for 
West Virginia natural lubricants is the only change 
recorded. 


Drug Market.—Pharmaceuticals have been steady 
during the period, with trading proceeding along 
established lines, and all materials holding their 
price positions without difficulty.

Chemical Market.—While fair activity is reported 
for the week in the general market for chemicals, 
much of the trading has been confined to special- 
ties, the standard items, so to speak, continuing 
to show only a routine call.

The principal business transacted was 
the appointment of a special committee 
to draw up a memorial to be presented 
te the War Industries Board, through Rus- 
sell S. Hubbard, chairman of the Paint 
and Pigment Section of that board, to 
show the claims of the paint and varn’sh 
industries to the right to be considered 
essential, and thus be granted priority 
preference in fuel and labor and fre'ght. 
This committee consists of Ernest T. 
Trigg, chairman; Arthur Davis, of the 
Standard Varnish Works; and Norris B. 
Gregg, of the National Lead Company, 
with Chairman Phillips, of the general 


committee. and Secretary Heckel mem- 
bers ex-officio. 
At the present time these industries 


are not rated by the War Industries 
Board as essential, but following the rec- 
ognition by that board of the necessity 
for recognition of the industries through 
the appointment of a service committee 
to co-operate with the government, there 
should be little hesitancy on the part of 
the Federal authorities in acknowledg- 
ing the priority claims of the paint and 
varnish producers, Particularly should 
this be true when the head of the Paint 
and Pigment Section, Mr. Hubbard, was 
for many years prominently identified 
with paint, while lead and allied produc- 
tion as the head of one of the largest 
concerns in that line in the United States, 
and few men in the country have a more 
intimate knowledge of the essential claims 
ot these industries than he.

Why War Paint Contracts 
Have Not Been Adver- 
tised Since July. 


Washington, Sept. 138, 1918. 

Speed in army organization and magni- 
tude in the tasks that are involved have 
had unusual results in methods made 
necessary in the furnishing of paint sup- 
plies for that branch of the government. 
It has been and is the policy of the War 
Department to make its contracts under 
every possible safeguard of publicity and 
opportunity for bids throughout the trade, 
but during the past few months the de- 
mands have been so urgent and the time 
so limited in order to meet the require- 
ments of the war that the paint division 
of the general engineer depot, which 
now has charge of the purchasing of 
these materials for the entire depart- 
ment, has been obliged to resort to the 
telegraph and the telephone in order to 
fill the orders in the required time. 

This condition of affairs has existed 
since July 1. Subsequent to that date 
only two circular proposals have been 
issued, and the fate of these proposals 
illustrates the conditions that the officers 
in charge are obliged to meet. Most of 
the items on those two circulars were 
cancelled after the call for bids had been 
issued, because the bureaus which asked 
for the goods could not wait for the con- 
tracts to be awarded or their require- 
ments had changed during the time that 
elapsed, Nevertheless, It is the purpose 
of the office involved to get back to the 
more desirable method of making con- 
tracts as soon as it is possible to do so. 

Tuquiries which have heen made hy the 
representative of the Reporter disclose 
that bids which are received informally 


under present conditions gre open for 
inspection by the public so that those 
who are interested in these contracts may 
learn all that has been done in the mat- 
ter. There is no chance, however, under 
the present conditions of rapid develop- 
ment in the military establishment, to 
publish the proposals. 

The general causes may be said to be 
a combination of time, lack of facilities, 
and the belief that in handling such a 
#xreat volume of business, it is not neces- 
sary to insist upon the old method In 
order to do justice to all the manufac- 
turers who are producing the various ar- 
ticles required, for all are given fair .op- 
portunities. In some cases the state- 
ments of the requirements are sent out 
to a list of 300 bidders. Their bids are 
gladly received, and the contracts at once 
given out, but those who do not receive 
the contracts cannot under existing facil- 
ities be notified. Those who are to fur- 
nish the goods, of course, receive notices. 

It is an interesting fact that 90 per cent. 
or more of the awards are made, as a re- 
— of telegraphic or telephonic negotia- 

ons.

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MINERALS BILL 
PASSES SENATE 


Wide Authority Given Presi- 


dent to Secure Materials 
for War Uses. 


Washington, Sept. 13, 1918.

The 
production 
of minerals particularlv 
purposes, which have 
largely imported into the United States, 
was passed by the Senate Wednesday 
afternoon. The bill has already passed the 
House, and will now go to conference, 
where the differences between the two 
houses wiil be ironed out. The Senate 
struck out the entire House bill and sub- 
stituted a measure of its own. 

The minerals. mineral substances and 
eres, to which the bill has particula: 
reference are as follows:— 

Antimony, arsenics, ball clay, bismuth, 
bromine, cerium, chalk, chromium, co- 
balt, corrundum, emery, fluorspar, ferro- 
silicon, fullers’ earth, graphite, grinding 
pebbles, iridium, kaolin, magnesite, man- 
ganese, mercury, mica, molybdenum, 
osmium, sodium, platinum, palladium, 
paper clay, phosphorus, potassium, 
pyrites, radium, sulphur, thorium, tin, 
titanium, tungsten, uranium, vanadium 
and zirconium. 

The President may from time to time 
add to this list other minerals of which 
there is an inadequate or prospective in- 
adequate supply. 

The President is authorized to enter 
into, accept and transfer contracts for 
the production of purchase of the needed 
minerals, to provide storage facilities, to 
use and to distribute these necessaries, 
or to sell them at reasonable prices. No 
such contract of purchase shall cover 
a period of more than two years after 
the termination of the war. 

Authority is given the President, also, 
to requisition and take over any supplies 
of these minerals, to distribute them, to 
take over any undeveloped land contain- 
ing these minerals, or any plants partly 
developed or developed, and to develop 
them. Provision for just compensatoon 
in such cases is made. 

The sum of $50,000,000 is appropriated 
to be used as a revolying fund by the 
President to carry out the provisions of 
the act, and $500,000 is provided for the 
administration of the act.

COTTONSEED PRICES. 


Must Be Transmitted to Farmers by 
Crushers, According to Food 
Administration Ruling. 





Ss. J. Cassels, of thd Cottonseed Di- 
vision of the Food Administration, has 
warned all manufacturers of cottonseed 


that they must translate to the farmers 
the prevailing market prices of manu- 
factured products, the letter of Mr, Cas- 
sels to the industry reading as follows:— 


Based on the information that reaches us 
regarding the market prices of the manufac- 
tured products from cottonseed as compared 
with what we understand is being paid for 
seed by oil mills in the South, we are led to 
the conclusion that the full value of products 
js not being translated to the producer for his 
seed. 

This is to inform you that you may caution 
au manufacturers that they must translate 
to the farmers the prevailing market prices 
on their manufactured products. If they pur- 
chase any cottonseed at a lower value they 
must distribute their products at not more 
than a total of $18.50 per ton over and above 
the cost of said seed. We call your attention 
to the fact that the rule specifically states that 
any sale of the products of cottonseed at an 
advance of more than $18.50 (when meal is 
sold in sacks) over the cost of the said seed 
will be evidence of violation of special rule 8, 
relating to crushers. 

It is our intention to Inquire into the pur- 
chases of cottonseed and the sales of prod- 
ucts as they relate to this spread of $18.60 


per ton. A record, showing quantity, price, 
name and address of all sellers of cottonseed 
and the purchasers of products will be re- 


quired. 

In the event of a continuation of the policy 
of stabilization in effect last season these mat- 
ters will be figured out.

Cotton Tax Prevented by Democratic

Charges that the Democratic majority 
prevents a tax on cotton were made dur- 
ing discussion of the $8,000,000,000 revenue 
bill by Representative J. Hampton Moore 
of Pennsylvania.

Bribery’’ Charges. 


Washington, Sept. 18, 1918. 


An extension of time for the filing of 
its answer to a complaint of the Federal 
Trade Commission has been granted to 
the Bird-Archer Company of ‘New York 
city by the commission. This action 
was taken at the request of counsel for 
the company, and the new date set for 
the answer is September 17, 1918. 

The Bird-Archer Company deals. in 
boiler compounds, chemicals and various 
preparations for the treatment and 
preservation of locomotives. It is charged 
with violation of section 5 of the act of 
September 26, 1914. known as the Federal 
Trade Commission Act, and js accused 
of unfair methods of competition in in-

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TIN ALLOCATION. 





Two-thirds of Entire World Produc- 
tion to Come to U. S. for War 
Needs. 


Washington, Sept. 13, 1918. 


Two-thirds of the annual production of 
tin in the entire world is to be allocated 
to the United States for its war needs, 
according to an agreement reached under 
the inter-allied pooling conference. The 
United States, under the plan of distribu- 
tion, is to have 80,000 tons of pig tin. 

Uniting in this conference were repre- 
sentatives of the United States, Great 
Britain, France and Italy. The confer- 
ence was held in London, but the formal 
announcement has just been authorized 
here by Bernard M. Baruch, chairman of 
the War Industries Board. The confer- 
ence was attended by L. L. Summers, 
member and technical adviser of the War 
Industries Board, and George Armsby, 
chief of the tin section. Each country 
united in the  e — waieang will get its 

eeded supply of tin. 

7 With they ar Industries Board super- 
vising the allowance to this country, all 
imports of pig tin, tin ores and concen- 
trates will be consigned to the American 
Tron and Steel Institute, which will re- 
ceive, pay for and distribute the metal to 
the industry through the United States 
Steel Products Company. 

The price will be regulated by the War 
Industries Board and will be uniform to 
all consumers of ten tons of pig tin or 
over. There will be another uniform 

rice for users of less than ten tons. 
These prices will be maintained at a 
level which will encourage production in 
the tin mining countries—Great Britain 
and the Straits Settlements chiefly—and 
stop profiteering. Prices, rules and reg- 
ulations will be announced later. It is 

robable that users and dealers may be 


icensed.

Mr. Horgan has joined the Army Chem- 
ical Warfare Service and is stationed at 
the Gas Defense Plant at Long Island City, 
owned and operated by the United States 
Government, and engaged in the manu- 
facture of gas masks, He will be the 
manager in charge of the employes’ serv- 
ice department and will devote himself 
to speeding up production of essential 
war work 

Mr. Horgan resigned as secretary of the 
N. P., O and V. A. to become the man- 
ager of the paint and varnish materials 
department of the Marden, th & Hast- 
ings Corporation, which position he filled 
with great credit to himself and to the 
advantage of the corporation. 

He has been prominently identified with 
Liberty Loan drives, W. S. S. work and 
similar patriotic endeavor from the out- 
set of the war, and this new step on his 
part is in keeping with his record of un- 
selfish service. He is a captain in the 
American Protective League.

‘CASTOR BEAN RATES 


On Railroads Cut Following Protest 
of Southern Growers. 


Washington, Sept. 13, 1918. 


Reduced rates on shipments of castor 
beans and castor bean huls in less than 
carload lots has been announced by the 
United States Railroad Administration 
as an added inducement to the ple of 
Florida and other Southern tates to 
harvest the castor bean crop now _ripen- 
ing. Senator Park Trammell, of Florida, 
has presented the case of the growers in 
a series of conferences with the Railroad 
Administration. The new rates will be 
the same as the rates on fertilizer or 
fertilizer material. 

Rates on this basis are to be estab- 
lished between points in the State of Flor- 
ida and other States in the Southern 
classificataion territory where castor 
beans are being producea. 

Some of the contractors have been pro- 
testing to government officials that it 
would not pay them to harvest beans, and 
many have said they would abandon 
the crop in the fields. Government of- 
ficials in charge of getting the castor oil 
supply to lubricate the rotary enegines 
on airships have been using their utmost 
persuasion to get the crop harvested and 
shipped to the government crushing plant 
at Gainesville, Fla. 





Auction of Miscellaneous Assets of 
Bankrupt, Madero Bros., Inc., 
Brings Total of $421. 


A total of $421 was obtained for the 
benefit of the creditors of the defunct 
brokerage concern of Madero Bros., Inc., 
last Tuesday through the sale of assets 
of the company at public auction, the as- 
sets comprising office furniture, sundries 
and a small conglomeration of chemicals 
and drugs, the latter bringing $45 in 
toto. The sale was held in the office of 
United States Auctioneer Charles Shon- 
good, at_No. 539 Broadway, by direction 
of Seaman Miller, referee in bankruptcy 
of the Federal Court for the Southern 
District of New York. There were onl 
a few bidders for the articles offere 
though there was quote a gathering o 
curious spectators, many of whom were 
identified with the chemical trade as 
small brokers and who had had dealings 
with the firm.

SULPHURIC ACID MANUFACTURERS PLEDGE 
THEMSELVES TO “DELIVER THE GOODS” 


Washington, Sept. 13, 1918. 


The sulphuric acid manufacturers of 
the country have had the nation's prob- 
lem in this respect put squarely up to 
them for solution. Trade leaders and 
government officials in charge of the war 
program have made it plain to the acid 
manufacturers that the government 
wants the trade to settle these problems 
as far as possible without the government 
controlling or using other drastic means 
of meeting the situation. The manufac- 
turers have pledged their heartiest efforts, 
as a patriotic duty, to allow as little de- 
rangement of the essential output as can 
poss'bly be avoided. 

Ninety-five per cent. of the sulphuric 
acid production in the United States was 
represented fast week at the meeting in 
the Traymo« Hotel, Atlantic City, where 
the government laid its hand on the table 
and challenged the producers to ‘‘de- 
liver the goods"’ to help win the war. This 
conference was called by the committee 
on acids of the Chemical Alliance, which 
is handling the trade end of the control, 
distribution and production of sulphur 
bearing materials. 

W. D. Huntington, of Baltimore, vice- 
president of the Davison Chemical Com- 
pany, president of the National Fertilizer 
Association, discussed the work of the 
committee in Washington and the neces- 
sity for the producers to keep the essen- 
tial needs of the government supplied. 

Horace Bowker, of New York, presi- 
dent of the Chemical Alliance, Inc., out- 
lined the activities of the various sections 
of the Chemical Alliance and the impor- 
tant work that it is doing along many 
lines, so effectively that there is a saying 
around Washington that “this is a war 
of chemicals.” He gave a particularly 
interesting survey of the work being 
done by the committee with regard to 
the production, distribution and control 
of sulphur-bearing materials. 

Henry Howard, of Boston, chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the Manu- 
facturing Chemists Association, made an 
eloquent and patriotic appeal for the in- 
dustry to write its name on one of the 
most glorious pages of history. 

Arthur E. Wells, of the United States 
Bureau of Mines, who is working with 
the Chemical Section of the War Indus- 
tries Board, presented statistics and mar- 
shailed facts regarding the general sul- 
phur and sulphuric acid situation that 
made a big impression on those attend- 
ing the conference, 

The meeting was also addressed by 
Theut. A. B. Baker, Ordnance, of the 
War Department, and by Ensign Cc. K. 
McDonald of the Navy. 

There was a general discussion of the 
problems of the manufacturers, includ- 


ing the question of prices to be fixed by 
the Price Fixing Committee of the War 
Industries Board for the last three 
months of this year. Settlement of this 
question was finally entrusted to the 
committee on acids. 





Fertilizer Manufacturers Are 
Discouraged at 
Prospect. 


Washington, Sept. 13, 1918. 


Fertilizer manufacturers who have been 
in conference with government officials, 
both those in the war work establish- 
ments and in the regular government de- 
partments, have been out-spokenly dis- 
couraged over the prospects for next 
season, 

W. D. Hutchinson, of Baltimore, presi- 
dent of the National Fertilizer Associa- 
tion, explained the situation with a more 
encouraging note of optimism than the 
manufacturers sounded only a few hours 
previous. The greatest problem that the 
fertilizer manufacturers are expeiencing 
is that which is common to all industries 
—the shortage of reliable labor, or in far’ 
of any labor. In Baltimore, he explained 
some of the fertilizer plants have been 
using electric power from the Susque- 
hanna River. They now are facing the 
prospect of a curtailment of power due to 
low water in the river, 

As the fertilizer industry is in the 
fourth class, this probably means a cur- 
tailment that will be severely felt. It 
will also affect the shipments of fertiliz- 
ers this fall. This will be a severe blow 
to the industry, as the shipping season is 


short and will probably be over soon 
after the first of the month, 
The Atlanta power situation has not 


improved. This condition is also due to 
the drought, and is seriously interfering 
with production of acid phosphate. 

The greatest problem of the fertilizer 
men now {fs in laying their plans for next 
spring, to tell where to get sufficient am- 
moniates to make good the loss in nitrate 
of soda and sulphate of ammonia which 
the government is taking for war pur- 
poses. 

The labor situation in the rock fields of 
Florida has been perplexing and made 
necessary Federal action in order that 
essential war plans should not be forced 
to wait. The labor situation in the Ten- 
nessee fields 's also serious, due to the 
activities of the government in solicit'ng 
labor for the plants near Nashville, 
through offering higher wages than ever 
paid before in the phosphate rock mines.

ground phosphate rock for use as a direct 
fertilizer. It was announced that the results 
of this investigation would be published as a 
bulletin of the Department of Agriculture, but 
within the past few weeks it was announced 
that such publication would not be made. 
Under the action of the department, as the 
matter now stands, the farmers of the United 
States are deprived of the information which 
was secured at presumably some cost to the 
government by representatives of the govern- 
ment, which information would do much to 
overcame the unfavorable attitude heretofore 
set out by the bulletins of the United States 
Government, and would enable the farmers of 
this country to a much greater extent than 
heretofore, avail themselves of this opportu- 
nity to utilize a natural product of the soil of 
our great States of Tennessee, Kentucky and 
Arkansas, in which are located the principal 
deposits of this material suitable for direct

The building is located on Legington 
avenue, occupying the full block between 
46th and 47th streets, It is twelve stories 
in height, of fire-proof construction, and 
is 200x275 feet in area. This leasing to 
the government will not interfere with 
the Chemical Exposition which opens on 
Monday next, September 23.

annually. 

There were only seven companies in 
America which were producing colors in 
the early days of 1915. When the sub- 
marine, the Deutschland, made its famous 
trip to this country, in 1915, it brought 
dyestuffs. This lot was the last which 
came from Germany, and marked the 
end of the import of dyes from that coun- 
try, if not forever, at least for many 
years, for after the war America will be 
so well provided with domestic dyes that 
it will not need to depend on Germany, 
even if the inclination were present to 
do so, 

Estimates now place the number of 
concerns in this country which are 
making colors at 150. At the time of the 
beginning of the great war there were 
said to be some forty other industries 
that were unable to get their supply of 
raw material companies which used 
chemical products—products which our 
own resources had to be made to yield. 
if we were to continue active. The prob- 
lems all have been met by the American 
chemist, as will be demonstrated at the 
exposition. 

ollowing the last exposition of chem- 
ical industries in Grand Central Palace 
came the phenomenal development of the 
industries based upon chemistry. Among 
these latest achievements the nation now 
finds itself producing potash as a prime 
or by-product from several sources, in 
the business of manufacturing light 
metals for airplanes, heavy metals for 
every purpose,’ from structural metals to

to 10,000 pounds, $12.29; 10,000 pounds to 
30,000 pounds, $11.97, and carload lots, 
minimum 15 tons, $11.84. Red lead in 
oil, in 100-pound kegs in lots of less 
than 500 pounds, is quoted at 11%@ 
1144. per pound. In 100 pounds, at 
$13.50; 2,000 pounds to 10,600 pounds, at 
$12.72; 10,000 pounds to 30,000 pounds, 
at $12.40, and carload lots, minimum, 
15 tons, at $12.28. 

LITHARGH—tThere is no change in 
the situation as far as litharge is con- 
cerned. The general demand is rather 
slow, but prices now days ars based 
upon cost of production, and can not 
be shaded to encourage consumption. 
American powdered in casks is quoted 
at 10%@11%c. per pound in 100-pound 
kegs; for lots less than 100 pounds the

ORANGE MINBERAL.—There is the 
same situation in regard to orange min- 
eral as with the other pigments. The 
market is quiet, and the price remains 
unchanged at 1414@15\%c. per pound. 

LITHOPHONE.—There promises to 
be all the business that producers can 
take care of for the rest of the year, 
and the advance in price of %c. a 
pound, announced in this column las‘ 
week, will not check consumption in 
the least. The advance was expected 
by consumers, In the last few months 
producers have had more business than 
they could take care of, and in some 
cases have had to refuse orders they 
would have liked very much to have 
on their books. There is a good de- 
mand at the new price, and it looks as 
if the leading producers would soon be 
booked up for the rest of the year. 
The price is 8 cents a pound for car- 
load lots, and 8%c. for less than car- 
load lots. 

ZINC OXIDB.—The fact that the 
price of zinc oxide was not advanced 
for the last quarter of the year when 
price advances are the order of the 
day surprised some consumers—but 
naturally it was not an unpleasant sur- 
prise.

ROSIN. 


The long continued advance in the 
price of rosin is surprising even the 
most bullish members of the trade. 
There seems to be no top to the mar 
ket, and wp to date the price has not 
checked the demand, First the high 
grades and the low grades lead in ad- 
vances, but all grades are equally 
strong, and there is not much change 
in the differences when the market 
straightens out. This week common 
rosin is selling in the New York market 
at $13.60 a barrel. A few months ago 
the price was $6 a barrel. “It is a great 
market” was the way ole man from the 
producing section expressed it. “Beats 
bulling cotton all hollow. Cotton backs 
and fills, but this rosin market just 
keeps going one way all the time.” This 
week the low grades have shown a 
greater advance than the high grades. 
The $13.60 price for low grade rosin 
represents an advance of 60 cents a 
barrel for the week; while water white 
is only 35 cents a barrel higher than a 
week ago, being quoted at $15.85. 
prices are, of course, record breakers. 
No one ever heard of paying $15.85 for 
a barrel of rosin before—and what the 
trade can not get over is the fact that 
every one was agreed that, with ex- 
ports shut off, there would be no chance 
for a bull market until after the war. 
There is a good demand at these prices. 
Just as good in fact, if not better than 
when they were not half as high. “It 
is easy to sell,” said one Jeading 
broker. “I can find a market for more 
rosin that I can get to offer.” The 
producers are free in their predictions 
that the market is going to continue to 
advance, and there is still buying for 
speculation in spite of the price. It has 
been such a steady market that those 
who took profits have been tempted to 
come back in and replace their stocks 
at an advance, and as prices are right 
at the high, every purchase thus far 
shows a profit.

This week has been rather a dull one

There has as yet been no general ad- 
aoe in the price of barytes, and some 
Missourl producers say they have not 
changed their prices. The demand for 
crude barytes is rather better than for 
the material that has gone through the 
mil, There is a poor undertone to the 
bank fixe market, and some talk of 
price shading. The demand from the 
int trade is mot as great as the 
producers of casein would like to see. 
There is just as great a shortage In 

hiting as ever. 

ARYTES —There has been no ad- 
yance in the price of Southern barytes, 
and some of the Missouri producers say 
that they have made no advance in 
price. The demand is fair, but ther2 
jsno scarcity. The paint trade is not 
taking as much as it had been an- 
ticipated that it would be taking at 
this time. The price at the mills is 
$20 to $30 a ton according to grade. 

BLANK FIXE.—There is a rather 

poor undertone to the blank fixe market 
just now, and there is a good deal of 
tak of price shading. The demand is 
yntertain as it is in other lines, and 
the market is irregular. When the 
demand is there the surface appearance 
js that of a strong market, but there is 
not the regular business that can be 
counted on in normal time. It is said 
that low grade goods has sold as low 
as 8%c, a pound, but the quoted price 
is still 54@6c. for dry. Pulp is $55@ 
0c a ton. s 
wCASEIN.—There has been little 
change in the casein market during the 
past week, and the quotation is still 
114%@28c, a pound. The demand from 
paint makers is not what the producers 
would like to see, and the embargo 
against the importation of foreign 
casein ig producing no shortage of sup- 
lies. 
CHALK. —There is really no market 
In this material worth talking about. 
The supply is limited to such an extent 
that it is only a question of what can 
be produced, and yet the Character ot 
the article prevents an advance being 
foreed such as scarcity forces in many 
other markets. It is hoped that there 
will be an increase in imports during 
the Winter. 

CHINA CLAY.—There is a_ steady 
market for china clay, but there is noth- 
ing new in the situation. The demand 
remains about the same as it has been 
for some time, and quotations made 
are largely a matter of stocks on hand. 
Imported is quoted at $20@40 per ton 
and domestic as $15@22.50. 

COBALT OXIDE.—This restricted 
market continues in the even tenor of 
its way, with the supply limited, and 
the demand active enough to absorb 
What is available. The price remains 
Unchanged at $1.60@1.65 per pound. 

COPPER OXIDE.—There is a good 
demand in this market, and the under- 
‘one is steady. Its uses are not varied, 
ut the demand from makers of certain 
sorts of ship paint is good. It is quoted 
at 28@32c. a pound. 

_PUTTY.—There is a steady demand 
this market, and the undertone of 
the market is firm, as raw materials 
Used in its manufacture are high and 
Scarce, Commercial, in 120-pound tubs, 
iS quoted at $3.10 per hundred, and pure 
is $3.85.

TRIPOLI—There is not a very 
ntlve market for this material and 
the price is largely a matter of the 
‘ost of handling.

price charged varies from 11-2 to 
21-2c. per pound. 

WHITING.—It will be a long time 
before the supply of whiting is large 
enough to meet the demand. Large 
consumers are obliged to accept de- 
liveries in installments, and are well 
content as long as they can get 
enough to supply their, day-to-day .de- 
mand. The consumer who igs not a 
regular customer, and who wants @ 
small lot for immediate delivery must 
g0 shopping, and do the best he can; 
but the leading handlers hold the car- 
load price steady. Commercial, in car 
lots, is quoted at $1.25; gilders’ bolted, 
at $1.30@1.35; extra gilders’, at $1.35@ 
1.50; English cliffstone, at 75c.@2.27, 
and American paris white, at $1.50@ 


1.75. 
VARNISH GUMS. 


There is little change in the situa- 
tion in varnish gums. There is a cargo 
of congo afloat, but there is very lhttle 
in this country today, and the market 
has been bare for so long, that when it 
arrivés what there is afloat will not go 
far towards filling up the hole that 
exists. The movement from the Far 
East is of course uncertain but im- 
porters will not complain as long as 
the government does not shut off im- 
ports entirely. The whole list ig firm, 
as ig natural under the circumstances. 
Small lots of gilsonite sell as high 13 
$55 a ton. The high cost of storage 
is a big tactor in the price. The recent 
arrivals of copals have relieved the 
situation somewhat, but the shipments 
were long overdue, and most of the 
gum received will go into consump- 
tion very promptly. The only ef- 
fect that the receipts, reported 
our issue of last week, have had on 
prices seems to be that damar, Ba- 
tavia, is a little easier. A shortage in 
the local stock forced the price af this 
grade up to 31@83c. a short time ago, 
and now the quotation is 29@30c. 
There is not much improvement in the 
freight situation. In fact cables have 
been received from Singapore this 
week saying that ii was not possible to 
get space, and asking if cancellation 
was desired on old orders. There are 
orders still unfilled that were placed 
in February, 1917, and some probably 
that are oider than that.

GLUES. 


There is little change in the situation 
in the glue market, and prices remain 
quotably unchanged. Now and then 
there is some price shading when a sin- 
gle large order is involved, but the cut 
does not stand, and the undertone of 
the market is steady. There is a fair 
business doing from day to day, but 
producers have no difficulty in making 
deliveries. The trade has become ac- 
customed to getting along with very 
little imported raw material, and is 
having no difficulty in filling the de- 
mands of the trade with goods made 
of domestic materials. The Govern- 
ment’s business is a feature of the 
trade just now; several good sized or- 
ders from aeroplane makers have been 
placed this week. 


_ WINDOW GLASS. 


The demand for window glass con- 
tinues to be largely for low grade goods 
and there is but little change in the 
situation. Very little is being pro- 
duced, and it is doubtful if many of 
the hand factories will reopen at the 
expiration of the period for which they 
have been closed by the fuel adminis- 
tration. Stocks are being steadily 
eaten into, and under the circumstances 
there can be no weakness in the mar- 
ket; in spite of the slackness of the 
general demand. The trade is not so 
bad all things considered, however, and 
there is a big export business in sight 
whenever it can be handled. The la- 
bor situation is going to be much worse 
in the future than it has been in the 
past, and for this reason there is no 
danger of over-production, even if all 
restrictions were removed. The out- 
look is such that the people who have 
stocks on hand do not have to worry 


much for fear they will decline in 
value.

There 
is just a Scattered inquiry for forward 
lote. Most of the buyers are still watn- 
ing on developments, and the last gov- 
ernment estimate of the crop will no 
doubt cause them to hold back more. 


Linseed Oil Meal. 


The meal market is as active as the 
output of the mills will permit of. There 
are buyers aplenty, and the lack of gen- 
eral feed supplies is helping in the case 
of oil meal. Most of the buyers are 
waiting for supplies and want pror 
shipment. Most of the meal is sold 
ahead, and, with shipping directions on 
file, there is a steady outgo from mills, 
excepting where labor is lacking to allow 
of prompt loading. 

The fact that a great deal of wheat is 
being shipped abroad promises to keep 
the millfeed supply jin the country down 
to moderate totals, and if the presen 
program of shipping wheat, instead of 
flour, is adhered to, then the outlook for 
the crushers is good, as there will be a 
big market for oil meal. According to 
the ideas advanced, a great saving of 
tonnage is made in shipping wheat, in- 
stead of flour, because of the difference 
in the time in loading boats, which 
amounts to several days on each end of 
the run. This, of course, is a vital in- 
fluence at present, and while the situa- 
tion may not be considered graciously by 
the buyers of feed, it compensates the 
crushers for the loss of their export 
market for oil cake, which was regarded 
as very serious a short time back, wit! 
imports of flaxseed shut off and the 
Northwestern crop beginning to move 
more freely, the mills here are in a very 
favorable position on the by-product 
question. At present there is nothing 
indicate the loss of this position. Prices 
are quoted around $56 per ton.

Duluth, Minn., Sept, 13, 1918. 


The flax market has been steadily weak- 
ening during the past week, and indica- 
tions are that it will weaken still more in 
the near future. Cash and September 
have remained fairly strong, owing to the 
demand for immediate supplies, but the 
far futures are sliding. 

The cause is the bearish news from the 
Northwest. Following a bulge on reports 
that frost was imminent, the market 
broke because of the fact that frost failed 
to make an appeevance., The crop is com- 
ing along in good shape, and in places 
where it was expected it would be poor, a 
week more of favorable weather will take 
it out of the woods, and produce a good 
yield. Further than that, all reports 
agree that in many places where it was 
expected that there would be next to no 
crop, the yield will be heavy, due to late 
rains. Spots in North Dakota, for in- 
stance, where predictions had it that a 
yield of eight bushels to the acre would 
be the maximum, as much as_ twenty 
bushels to the acre is now the expecta- 
tion. 

Minnesota reports are in line with other 
places. A satement just issued by the 
State asserts that the Minnesota crop will 
be 2,900,000 bushels, as compared to about 
1,500,000 bushels last year. The Canadian 
crop will also be larger than was looked 
for. 

Traders are playing a waiting game in 
a featureless market. They are simply 
waiting to see what will happen between 
now and the harvest.

PEANUT OIL. 








Food Administration Urging It as 
Olive Oil Substitute—Two 
Plants to Start Soon. 


Washington, Sept. 13, 1918. 


The embargo against importation of 
olive oil is not to deprive the people of 
this country of this very necessary cook- 
ing and salad oil, because an American 
substitute has been developed and is 
soon to be placed on the market with the 
recommendation of the United States 


Food Administration. Th's is cold- 
pressed virgin oil from the American 
peanut. Two plants will soon be ready 


a offer this oil in commercial quanti- 
tles 

According to data compiled at the 
United States Food Administration in 
the office of B. E. Reuter, chief of the 
Fats and Oils Division, Texas last year 
Planted 600,000 acres of peanuts and 
Oklahoma 100,000 acres. The average 
vield per acre in these two States was 
50 bushels. The yield appears to be 
much larger this season. 

Figuring 30 bushels to the acre and 30 
pounds to the bushel the Food Adminis- 
tration calculates 900 pounds of nuts per 
acre for crushing. Seventy gallons of 
oil per ton, or 27 per cent., gives a yield 
of 7.8 gallons of oil per 100 pounds of 
peanuts. 

In 1916 there were 1,076,350 acres of pea- 
nuts harvested, as compared with 2 084,- 
400 in 1917. The production of bushels fn 
1916 was 35,.324500 and in 1917, 60,222,000. 
These figures show the growth of peanut 
production. They are a sizable commer- 
cial crop in 12 States. There are five 
large concerns manufacturing peanut oll 
machinery.

The 
crushers are very conservative in fix- 
ing a new crop price for oil, but are 
consenting to do so for customers who 
have government contracts. The price 
named of $1.81 is 9 cents under the 
spot price that has been maintained 
since the advance. It is evidently the 
idea of the big crushers to eliminate 
the middleman and resale business. 
No one will get a chance to contract 
for future delivery except actual con- 
summers who have government con- 
tacts. This plan undoubtedly will 
meet with the approval of the govern- 
ment, which has asked that every one 
curtail consumption of linseed oil as 
much as possible at this time. 

There is a steady demand for China 
wood oil, and consumers seem to be 
more interested in the market, having 
checked the wild advance by with- 
drawing from the market for a time.

COTTONSEED OIL. 


With the old prices continued for the 
new season, the cottonseed oil market 
has settled back into its rut and will 
continue to show just exactly how 
tame a market can be when it is tight- 
ly controlled by the government. The 
market is entirely in the hands of big 
interests, and the price fixed seems sat- 
isfactory to both producers and han- 
dlers. There is a good, steady market 
right along, but stocks on hand are 
large, and the new crop of cotton is 
being ginned more rapidly than last 
year, so that seed is reaching the 
crushers early. There was over a mil- 
lion bales of cotton ginned in August 
as compared with a little more than 
600,000 ginned during that month last 
year. This early movement is taken by 
some to mean that the’ crop is going to 
turn out much larger than the govern- 
ment’s estimate, but it is generally be- 
lieved that the oil prices will remain at 
17%c. for raw at the mills, no matter 
what the final out-turn of the crop 
may be. The chance of being able to 
reduce stocks depends largely upon 
the amount that the government will 
allow to be exported. It is believed that 
our allies will want more cottonseed 
oil this year than they did last. It will 
be remembered that this government 
was going to send a large amount of 
cottonseed oil abroad, when the allies 
said that they would rather have some- 
thing else, and the plans were changed. 
There were exported for the seven 
months ending with July 90,949,406 
pounds of cottonseed oil, valued at 
$17,340,000. This compared with 106,- 
214,963 pounds exporte dduring the 
same period of the previous year. 
While the exports for 1917 were larger 
than for the same period this year, the 
value of the oil was much less, being 
only $14,201,858. During July the ex- 
ports were quite large for war times. 
There were 15,085,705 pounds exported 
during the month, as compared with 
6,427,737 pounds exported during July 
last year.

The following comparative summary of 
the movement of crude petroleum in July, 
1918, represents the operations of 211 pipe- 
lines and refining companies that nan- 
die or receive oil directiy from the pro- 
ductive fields east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains and is compiled from reports re- 
ceived by the United States Geological 
Survey, Department of the _ Interior, 
prior to noon of August 30, 1918. 

This compilation includes statements 
filed by 47 companies operating in the 
Appalachian field, 11 in the Lima-Indiana 
field, 7 in the Illinois field, 103 in the 
Oklahoma-Kansas field, 15 in the Central 
and North Texas field, 10 in the North 
Louisiana field, 10 in the Gulf Coast field, 
and 8 in the Rocky Mountain field.

NOTE.—Statistics of petroleum movement in 
California are not included in this tabulation 
because of delays incident to procuring first- 
hand data, 

The moderate loss in the quantity of 
petroleum moved from wells and field 
storage tanks, charged in July to the Gulf 
coast field, was more than offset by the 
gain credited in that month to the other 
fields listed, and the consequence was a 
net gain of 2.5 per cent. compared with 
June, 1918, and of 2.4 per cent. compared 
with July, 1917. 

Additions in July to stocks of Central 
and North Texas, North Lovis‘ana and 
Rocky Mounta‘n oi!s were decidedly in- 
sufficient to offset current drafts on the 
surface reserves of Eastern, Oklahoma- 
Kansas and Gulf coast oils, as a conse- 
quence of which there was a net depletion 
of stocks in excess of 3.000,000 barrels dur- 
ing the month. In the fields to which this 
Summary relates the net depletion of 
stocks since July 31, 1917, has been about 
21,000,000 barrels. 

The quant'ty of oil aparently consumed 
in July was 10 per cent. greater than in 
June, 1918, and 17 per cent. greater than 
in July, 1917.

GARFIELD SUMMONED. 





Fuel Administrator and Assistants 
Must Tell ‘““Why” of Gasoline- 
less Sundays. 


Washington, Sept. 13, 1918. 


Fuel Administrator Garfield and his as- 
sistants will be called betore the Senate 
Finance Committee, it was announced 
to-day, to explain the reason for the 
issuance of the gasolineless Sunaay 
order. Senator Penrose’ said that tne 
order had resulted in keeping miners 
away from the Pennsylvan.a coal m.nes 
one day each week because of their in- 
ability to visit friends on Sundays. 

Judge J. H, Covington, representing 
various oii interests, to-day toid the Sen- 
ate F.nance Committee considering the 
revenue bil] that there is a serious short- 
age of crude oil. He declared that oil 
men have been withdrawing supplies 
from oil reserves to meet demands, and 
that there is a daily shortage of 60,000 
barrels. 


Oil Industry Protests Freight Increases 
as Injury to Producers. 


Chicago, Sept. 13, 1918. 

Claims that the railroad administrat on 
Was attempting to bring about increases 
in fresgnt rates which would injure the 
oil industry were made here in connec- 
tion with resolut.ons adopted by shippers 
of lilnois aiter a conference called by 
the Illinois Public Utulities Comm,ssion. 
Clifford ‘Lhorne, representing oil associa- 
tons, declared that the railroad admin- 
istrat.on is trying to do this by urging 
the adoption in the various Statcs of 
what is known as Consolidated Classifi- 
cation No, 1 as to ratings. 

The shippers held a meeting after the 
conference w.th the State commussion 
and adopted a_resolulion approving 
favorable action by the State commis- 
sion on Consolidated C.assification No. 1, 
so far as regards rules, regulations and 
descriptions of articles sent in Illinois 
and interstate traffic. 

The protest came on the proposal of 
the ralroad administration tnat the 
ciass.ficaion as to ratings be also 
adopted. 





ROUMANIAN OIL. 


Production Shows Increase Since First 


of the Year. 


Geneva, July 30, 1918. 


Since the beginning of the year 1918 the 
crude oil production of Roumania has again 
been in continual increase, In February the 
daily average production was of 2,770 tons, in 
March it was of 3,4.0 tons and in April it 
rose to about 3,700 tons per day, The May 
production showed another gain, when the out- 
put reached temporarily 4,000 tons a day. 
This production was obtained from 370 wells, 
while about 136 wells are being reconstructed. 

The petroleum arrangement between the 
Central Powers and Roumania highly interests 
several Betgian companies, formed in Rou- 
mania especially for the extraction of crude 
oil. Such are the Naphtha and the Petroles 
de Roumanie companies, The Naphtha So- 
ciété pour |’Exploitation du pétrole, with a 
stock capital of 6,000,000 francs, owns three 
pools in Bushtenari, one at Apvostolake and 
other (concessions) leases at Telega, Calinet 
and Tzintea, Besides, they have an important 
tease at Arzanash. After having distributed 
6 per cent. dividends in 1913, they have got 
1,763,000 francs profits in 1914, which were em- 
ployed for depreciations, Net profits of 332,000 
francs were obtained in 1915, allowing 5 per 
cent, dividends to be distributed. For reasons 
easy to to be understood, no results were 
shown for 1916 and 1917, especiatly as the 
plants had been destroyed by the British 
commission. The same thing applies to the 
company in which Société des Petroles Rou- 
main were interested. 

Prior to the war the Roumanian petroleum 
was shipped by a direct line to Constantza. 
This pipeline has now been changed to run to 
the Danube port Guirgiu, In consideration of 
the important shipments of petroleum from 
Roumania to Germany, the long way from 
Ploesti to Giurgiu upward the Danube, or 
per rail to Orsova, is now considered to be 
unsatisfactory, and they have been planning 
for some time to lay a direct pipeline from 
Ploesti to Oderberg, the nearest point of the 
German frontier, 

The following was reported from Ploest!:—- 
Owing to the steady increase of the production 
in Reumania the two refineries of the Steaua 
tomana at Campina and of the Vega at 
Ploesti have been running almost to their full 
capacity. The first one is said to run about 
60,°00 tons of crude per month and the latter 
about 320,000 tons, For this reason the refinery 
Standard (Dr. Aisinman). which has _ been 
rented since Webruary, 1918, and the refinery 
T.umina at Ploesti (owned by the Petrellblock 
Company) have also started working, The two 
last-named refineries, however, run only small 
quantities. 

Lately the refinery of the Steaua Romana 
has resumed the regular production of paraf- 
fine. No other refinery excepting the four 
mentioned ones is at present in shape to be 
run

There is more than usual interest in the report for 
he fiscal yea ending June 30, 1918, covering the 

rtations of mineral oils—crude and _refined— 
juring that period. The recent concerted effort on 
ihe part of the Federal authorities and the consum- 
asto reduce the consumption of gasoline by pleasure 
yhicles in this country, and the reiterated statements 
iat instead of gasoline stocks increasing, as had 
gen the case up till within two months or so, there 
snow a deficit of approximately 3,000 barrels a 
hay, have led to pertinent inquiry as to where the 
gasoline has gone. 

This is in part answered by the fiscal year export 
fgures published elsewhere in this issue of the Re- 
ater. Still further light is thrown by the figures 
for the seven months ending July, which are printed 
in connection with the fiscal year totals. 


During the fiscal year the total exports of refined 
ol amounted to 2,493,364,872 gallons, a decline 
from the previous year’s total of 2,570,579,653 
gillons, although still a heavy increase over the re- 
ined export total of 2,279,715,454 gallons in 
1916. The total in all mineral oils—both crude 
and refined—for the 12 months also shows a loss 
from last year’s figures, with 1918 exports 2,677,- 
037,650 gallons, as against 2,748,328,485 gallons 
in 1917 and 2,443,448,033 gallons in 1916. 

The most interesting feature of the report is the 
increase in the gasoline-naphtha shipments to allied 
countries, which can be shown in tabulated compari-

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It will be seen that more than 75 per cent. of these 
products in 1918 went to Allied countries, and this 
does not include the tremendous shipments for 
United States Government purposes, which have 
been increased in direct ratio to the number of motor 
Jorries and ambulances employed by our overseas 
forces, particularly since the comparatively recent 
speeding up of shipment of troops from this country 
to the front lines in France and Belgium. 

The fuel and gas oil section of the fiscal year 
report also reflects the war-time demand for navy 
and other use, and for furnishing fuel to the British 
and French navies, destroyers, etc., many of which 
are propelled by interior combustion, Diesel or simi- 
lar type engines. The exports of fuel and gas oil 
for the fiscal years under comparison were as fol-

That Gasoline Shortage. 


Considerable comment has been heard in Con- 
gress and out because of the apparent shift in atti- 
tude of the Fuel Administration and the Petroleum 
War Service Committee in regard to the use of gaso- 
line for domestic and pleasure consumption, the 
charge being made that neither Mr. Requa nor 
Chairman Bedford of the committee had indicated 
a possible shortage during the earlier conservation 
steps taken. To the contrary, both gentlemen stated 
publicly many times that there was little probability 
of such shortage and that gasoline was going into 
storage in increased amounts. This was true in 
April, at which time there were gasoline and naphtha 
stocks of approximately 11,000,000 barrels, as 
against supplies on hand of 8,400,000 barrels on 
January 1, 1918. But, with the increased demand 
for exports, as indicated above, with the additional 
demands for U-boat patrol and working boat use 
along the coast and for distance trucking of army 
supplies, there was an unexpected draft upon avail- 
able stocks, so that by August | the supply in sight 
had dropped to 7,800,000 barrels. 

With an approximate daily production of 191,- 
000 barrels and an approximate daily consumption 
in August of 194,000 barrels there resulted a daily 
deficit of 3,000 barrels, which had to be made up. 
The best available method of turning this deficit into 
a surplus was by shutting off all waste and as much 
unnecessary pleasure car use as could be eliminated, 
and the result was the “‘gasolineless Sunday,”’ with 
its saving of hundreds of thousands of barrels of 
motor fuel. 

Refinery output has increased to almost the ca- 
pacity of the plants—the drain for overseas use will 
doubtless continue in proportion to the increase in 
the American armies abroad—the solution is the only 
logical. one—the absolute elimination, temporarily, 
of all unnecessary motor fuel consumption in the 
United States, just as has been the rule in Great 
Britain and in France almost since the beginning of 
the world war. 





GUSHERS IN MID-CONTINENT, LOUIS- 
IANA AND THE GULF COAST POINT 
TO BETTER FIELD PRODUCTION 
FOR MONTH OF SEPTEMBER. 





After several weeks of normal developments in 
the several large petroleum fields of the country—a 
quietude enforced in several sections by the results 
of windstorms which did great damage to rigs and 
wells and destroyed thousands of gallons of oil in 
tanks. Take the Gulf Coast as an example. 

During the month of August in the Coastal fields 
the banner well was one of 2,000 barrels in the new 
Hull! district, in Liberty county. A second well, 
within 2,500 feet of the first, was completed, and at 
the close of the month both wells were producing a 
total of 1,800 barrels. Legislation, labor scarcity 
and other troubles held down production, with the 
result that during August there were 17,835 barrels 
less new oil than for the previous month—18,685 
barrels, as against 35,420 for July in the Coast 
fields. 

The change effected even since the end of August

is seen in the report for the week from this district. 
The total new production for the week was no less 
than 24,320 barrels, or approximately 5,800 barrels 
in excess of the total new production for August. 
This came from 41 completions, as against 24 for 
the previous week, and shows a gain of virtually 
20,000 barrels over that week. The reason for this 
change is simple—the bringing in of a gusher in 
Goose Creek credited with from 10,000 to 25,000 
barrels of oil a day, although 10,000 is used in the 
recapitulation. Humble also brought in a 6,000- 
barrel producer. At the present writing the new 
output in Goose Creek is 17;400 barrels. 


Texas Panhandle. 


Despite the fact that there are 64 more comple- 
tions in the Texas Panhandle in July than in August 
—125 as against 61—the production of new oil for 
August showed a gain with a total of new output of 
13,690 barrels. Ranger, Cisco, Brownwood, Hull 
and the new field in Central West Texas are show- 
ing increased production and better wells, with the 
result that practical oil men are prognosticating that 
at least 200,000 barrels of oil will be produced in 
the Central Texas districts within 12 months. More 
than $2,000,000 has been expended there in tank- 


age alone. ' 
North Louisiana. 
The Caddo district—that is, Pine Island—has 


come through again with a record. During the 
period seven producing wells were completed there, 
with a total of 6,675 barrels of new oil, an average 
of 954 barrels to the well, while a number of small 
pumpers brought the total up to 6,910 barrels. One 
of these new wells came in with 175 barrels, but, 
with deeper drilling, forced up its output to 1,500 
barrels a day. Two wells on one lease are credited 
with 2,500 and 1,150 barrels, respectively, while 
another scored 800 barrels. In addition, a new pool 
was opened in Claiborne parish, and as a result a 
pipeline will be laid at once. Of the 13 comple- 
tions in North Louisiana during the period but one 
was a duster. 
Kansas. 


The Kansas report for the week shows a slight 
gain in production in the E] Dorado district, with the 
possibility of a new pool in Marion county, nine miles 
from the Elbing well. The August report was not 
optimistic, in that there was not a well of the gusher 
class, while the decline in new output in Kansas was 


more than 20,000 barrels. 
The Mid-Continent field as a whole for the period 


showed better production and promising new work. 
Two gusher wells in the Youngstown pool and a 
good one in Garber added to the interest there. 


Refined Products. 


The refined products situation is virtually un- 
changed. Freights are reported to be moving more 
steadily, and here and there over the country refiners 
are stabilizing gasoline prices on the basis permitted 
by the Fuel Administration. There is a determined 
movement toward the stabilization of petroleum 
freight charges for ocean transit through government 
control, and a preliminary survey of the situation is 
now being made. Export demand continues una- 
bated as will be seen by the analysis of the export 
movement in the editorial on this same page, but 
there is food for still further thought in regard to 
exports in the data of exports for the month of July 
and for the seven months. During July, for instance, 
the exports of all mineral oils totaled 238,778,237 
gallons, as compared with 143,998,673 gallons last 
year. The shipments abroad of both gasoline and 
naphtha showed a gain of more than 100 per cent., 
or 47,720,803 gallons, in July, 1918, ‘as against 


22,076,243 gallons for the same month last year. 


Residuum and fuel oil shipments increased at the 
came time from 69,741,043 last year to 119,260,- 
316 gallons for July, 1918. 

In the lubricating oil market there was an increase 
effective September 15 in the prices of West Vir- 
ginia lubricating oil, the present quotation being 20c., 
2lc. and 22c. for 30-degree, 29-degree and 28- 
degree gravities in carload lots, f. o. b. Parkersburg,

One Grade Only of Kerosene and 
Gasoline May Come as War 
Conservation Measure. 


Chicago, Sept. 13, 1918. 


(il jobbers and refiners in the Chicago 
territory ‘are discussing the report that 
the oil division of the National War Serv- 
ice Committee are considering a plan to 
diminate for the period of the war, all 
brands for kerosene and gasoline.

“The total reduction in stocks of gago- 
line and naphtha during the month of 
July was approximately 1,367,000 barrels, 
or 44,000 barrels daily, with the peak load 
just ahead in August. 

“It is estimated that August will show 
a reduction in stocks close to 2,000,000 bar- 
rels—or 65,000 barrels uaily deficit. With 
the August reduction in stocks material- 
izing, reserves would be brought’ down 
to a point not exceeding thirty days’ sup- 


ply. 

“To meet this very unsatisfactory stock 
condition, 250 cars of gasoline have just 
been purchased in California and are 
moving eastward, with the expectation 
that more will be purchased in the fu- 
ture. : 

“Stocks of crude petroleum are con- 
stantly declining, and kerosene and fuel 
oil supplies are ‘unsatisfactory, all of 
which bears an intimate relation to the 
gasoline problem. . 

“The movement of crude petroleum and 
its products is of necessity eastward to 
the Atlantic seaboard points for export 
and to suvply’ war needs in the Atlantic 
territory. Gasoline stocks on the Atlant’c 
seaboard available for export have been 
recently at a partieularly low level.’’ 

Tak'ng up the situation in the California 
territory, the report says:— 

“Gasoline and naphtha stocks on_ hand 
January 1, 1918, were 1,502,000 barrels; on 
March 1, 1918 (high point), 1,767,000 bar- 
rels; On August 1, 1918. 848,000. showing a 
total decrease from the high point of 
919,000 barrels. 

“The approximate daily consumption, 
domestic, was 29,000 burrels; export. 2,000 
barrels, making a total of 31,000 barre!s. 
The approximate daily production. was 
28.00% barrels, making the daily deficit 
3,000 barrels.

OIL CONSOLIDATION (?). 


Two Big Organizations of Jobbers Are 
Considering Such Action, It 
Is Repoited. 
Chicago, Sept. 13, 1918. 

Agitation for the merger of the two 
leading associations of oil jobbers is 
going on, according to information here 
today. It was stated that the presidents 
of the American Petroleum League and 
the Independent Oil Men's Association had 
already been in conference on the subject, 
and that they were almost tu’the stage 
where a definite plan may be formulated 
for presentation later to both organiza- 
tions for ratification. 

Proponents of the plan declared that 
there is absolutely no reason at the pres- 
ent time-why one strong oil association 
should not be formed from the two at 
present in the field, leaving the small 
local associations to handle local affairs. 
In every industry, it is declared, which 
has reached its highest development, as 
is the case with the oil industry, one cen- 
tral organization has been found adequate 
to forcibly represent it. 





Galvanized Steel Containers Requisi- 
tioned by Government 


The Quartermaster General's office 
summoned the War Service Committee 
of the Steel Barrel and Drum Industry 
to Washington recently and announced 
that the government was in need of 
80,000 fifty-five-gallon I. C. C. galvanized 
drums for September delivery. It was 
further stated that owing to the extreme 
urgency, these requirements must be ful- 
filled ahead of all other orders—whether 
government or otherwise. 

After comp'ling data as to the max- 
imum capacity of all plants equipped to 
manufacture both hot dip galvanized and 
galvanized sheet drums, this survey 
disclosed the fact that it would take the 
entire output ‘of every factory in, the 
industry capable of producing either hot 
dip galvanized or galvanized sheet drums 
to fulfill these particular requirements, 

In view of the explicit priority instruc- 
tions on the part of the government, this 
means that the many orders -which the 
manufacturers have on file covering gal- 
vanized drums will have to suffer con- 
siderable delay in delivery. 





Customs Declarations Accompanying 
Parcel-Post Packages to Great 
Britain Should Be Precise 
in All Details. 


The Postal Administration of Great 
Britain has advised the United States 
Postoffice Department that considerable 
delay is at present experienced in clear- 
ing parcels from *the United States 
through the British Customs in conse- 
quence of vague and inaccurate customs 
declarations; that in order to avoid such 
delay it is necessary that the particulars 
on the customs declarations relating to 
sa'd parcels should be full and precise in 
all details, and that in the case of parcels 
containing articles of different kinds the 
exact quantity of each kind of article 
should be stated.

CEMENTING WELLS. 








Butler County Producers Organize 
Campaign Against Water 


Inroads. 


Washington, Sept. 13, 1918. 


Encouraged by the effectiveness of the 
Bureau of Mines campaign in cementing 
oil wells in Oklahoma so as to shut off 
the under-water which was flooding the 
oil sands, a meeting of producers in But- 
ler county, Kan., was held this week at 
Wichita to organ'ze a similar campaign 
in that fleld where the water is a seri- 
ous menace. 

Mark L. Requa, general director of the 
Oil Division, United States Fuel Admin- 
istration, officials of the United States 
Bureau of Mines and many producers 
are supporting this cementing campa‘gn, 
which was urged by James O. Lewis, 
superintendert of the Bartelsvilie exper- 
station of the Bureau of Mines. 


5,000 BARREL WELL. 


North of Comanche, Texas, Opened 
New Pool, Then Caught Fire. 


Comanche, Texas, Sept. 13, 1918. 


Another oil pool in the central west 
Texas territory has been  disoovered 
twenty miles north of here. The oil 
which poured from the well at an esti- 
mated rate of about 5,000 barrels a day 
caught fire within a few minutes after 
it began gushing and it is still burning 
fiercely, lighting up the country for 
many miles around. Fears are held that 
the well may be destroyed by the fire. 
The oil was struck at a depth of 2.780 
feet. This established the theory that 
an enormous scope of Central West 
Texas is underlaid with oil at depths of 
2.509 to 3,500 feet. As a result of the new 
cil strike the demand for oil leases for 
miles around the well is bringing rich 
financial returns to land owners. 


Petroleum Freight Rate 
Asked by Railroads. 


Washington, Sept. 13, 1918. 


In a petition filed with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission Wednesday, ap- 
proximately 115 non-Federal controlled 
railroads and fifty-six roads operated by 
the government, in official classification 
territory, asked for an increase of a half 
cent per 100 pounds on carload commod'ty 
rates on petroleum and petroleum prod- 
ucts over rates in effect May 25. 

An immediate increase in the 
carriers’ revenues from the _ transporta- 
tion of oil, it was alleged, is imperative in 
view of the marked advance in operat- 
ing, labor, materials and other costs. 
Members of the commission are fully 
acquainted with the conditions under 
which the roads are operating. For that 
reason, the opinion was expressed by 
rate experts of the commission that the 
advance in rates sought in all probab’'lity 
will be granted.

French Controller of Oil Supplies 
Named. 
London, Aug. 25, 1918. 
Henry Berenger, senator from Guade- 
loupe, and vice-president of the Army 
Commission of the French Senate, has 


been appointed Commissioner-General for 
Oil Supplies. He was formerly on the 
committee dealing with this subject, and 
this appointment will give him the execu- 
tive power to improve to the fullest ex- 
tent the utilization of liquid fuel sup- 
plies by the control of importation, allot- 
ment and consumption. 


Pipeline Rate Increase Granted by 


Interstate Commerce Commission. 


Oil pipeline companies in Illinois, In- 
diana, Pennsylvania and, New York have 
been granted increased rates for gath- 
ering and collecting crude _ oil from 
wells in those States to various delivery 
points within the group. The rates were 
granted by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to absorb the advanced costs 
of materials and labor. All increases 
sought were approved by the commission 
with the exception of the 32 cents a barrel 
rate in Pennsylvania and New York.

OUTPUT GAINING 


Large Increase in Storage — 
Added Tankage in North 


Texas Districts. 


Austin, Texas, Sept. 13, 1918. 


Reports received by W. B. Wortham, 
head of the oil division of the State Rail- 
road Commission, show that the different 
pipelines have increased their runs during 
the past month. The quantity of oil in 
storage also shows a large increase. Ex- 
tensions are being made to a number of 
pipeline systems, and new trunk lines 
are being laid to handle the production of 
the newer fields, particularly of Ranger, 
Cisco and Brownwood. 

During the last several weeks there has 
been a steady mounting up of the total 
production of oil in Texas, and prospects 
are favorable for a continued increase for 
an indefinite period. It is predicted by 
practical oil men that within the next 
twelve months the new field in Central 
West Texas will be giving a daily yield of 
more than 200,000 barrels, with a possi- 
bility that it may be double that quantity. 

In the Ranger and adjacent flelds more 
than 1,500,000 barrels of oil are now in 
storage. Nearly all of the larger oil com- 
panies have obtained large leases in the 
new producing territory, and are building 
storage tanks and preparing to lay pipe- 
lines. Most of the steel tanks are of 
55,000-barrel capacity. It is estimated that 
more than $2,000,000 has already been ex- 
pended in the erection of storage tanks in 
the Central West Texas region. 

In the Burkburnet field land leases are 
soaring. The proved territory of that field 
had been widened considerably. 

In the South Texas fields there has been 
also an increase of production and pipe- 
line runs during the last few weeks. The 
older fields show a revival of yield, due 
to deeper drilling, while the discovery of 
oil at Hull, in Liberty county, has added 
another producing territory to the Gulf 
coast region. 

Interest is being centered in the pros- 
pective field in the northern part of Starr 
county and western part of Zapata 
county, on the lower Rio Grande border, 
and within about twenty miles of the in- 
ternational boundary test wells are being 
bored in that region by the Spurrier Syn- 
dicate and the Jerome Syndicate, both 
composed of St. Louis, Mo., financial in- 
terests. The Jerome Syndicate is report- 
ed to have struck a big blow of oil a few 
days ago in one of its wells. Several mil- 
lion acres of ranch land in that part of 
the border region have been leased for oil 
by different oil companies during the last 
few months. Confidence is expressed that

Texas Company Repért Shows Re- 
markable Year—Gross Earnings 


More Than $80,000,000. 


The Texas Company set aside from its 
earnings in the 1918 year various reserve 
funds to a total more than four times the 
corresponding sums the year before and 
still showed an increase in its profits. The 
annual statement just issued, displayed 
gross earnings amounting to $80,260,633, an 
increase of $25,921,783 over 1917. The fiscal 
year ended June 30. Expenses and taxes 
absorbed $45,387,231, against $31,431,126, leav- 
ing a net income of $34,873,402, in contrast 
with $22,907,924 in the preceding year. 

The reserve, totaling $14,232,411, com- 
prised $5,297,988 added to sinking fund and 
depreciation, $1,340,940 added to reserve 
for replacement of marine equipment and 
$7,468,184 as an additional provision for 
taxes, which was over and above the 
year’s direct tax allowance. The sum of 
$125,298 was set aside for doubtful ac- 
counts. The balance of earnings amounted 
to $20,640,991, equal to $29.75 per share of 
stock, compared with $35.54 earned the 
year before on a smaller amount of stock. 
The balance available for dividends in 
the previous fiscal period was $19,724,526. 

The management added more than 
$14,000,000 to the surplus account, making 
the total profit and loss account at the 
end of the year $54,667.529. The balance 
sheet showed oil inventories aggregating 
$53,119,254 at the close of the year. com- 
pared with $40,178.773 twelve months be- 
fore. Cash totaled $8,244,630 and the sink- 
ing fund and _ depreciation reserves 
amounted to $29,245,830, in contrast with 
=e at the end of the preceding fis- 
cal year. F

With the exception of the more important 
companies, little new wildcat work is being 
started and many of the tests already under 
way are being temporarily abandoned. This 
condition is due to scarcity and high cost of 
material, ecarcity and poor quality of labor 
and discouragement on the part of Federal 
authorities to promiscuous wildcat work. 


Some stir was caused in the week by a 
blowout in the Majestic Oil Company’s test 
fifteen miles northwest of Huntsville, in 
Walker county, on the Eastham land, where 
the drill tapped a heavy flow of gas at 2,010 
feet which threw mud and water over the top 
of the derrick, and at last reports had opened

MEXICAN COURTS DENY 
APPLICATION OF 


Tampico, Mexico, Sept. 2, i918. 


The court in Mexico City before which in- 
junctions were asked by the oil companies 
seeking to restrain the government from en- 
forcing the decree of last February has de- 
nied the injunctions, No particulars as to the 
findings have been received in Tampico other 
than the bare announcement. 


Until this question is definitely settled there 
will not be much work done in the oil fields. 

The Corona Company is making preparations 
to begin laying its Panuco-Tampico pipeline 
as soon as the rainy season is over. This week 
they moved a 55,000-barrel steel storage tank 
from Panuco to Topila and placed it on the 
site of their loading station there. Two other 
tanks, of 17,000 barrels capacity each, that 
recently arrived here from the States, were 
erected at the same station, 


Island Shipments for August. 


The Island Oil and Transport Corporation 
shipped a total of 246,300 barrels of oil during 
the month of August, as against slightly over 
200,000 for the preceding month. The tanker 
Donnel that loaded 108,000 barrels of oi] this 
week at the Island’s sea loading terminal did 
it in 1ecord time, loading in twenty-seven hours 
at the rate of 4,000 barrels an hour. At the 
company’s offices it is said that their loading 
time never is under 3,000 barrels an hour. 

The new 2-inch pipeline of the Transcon- 
tinental, crossing the Panuco River to the 
company’s terminal opposite the Texas Com- 
pany’s loading station at Las Matillas, was 
tested and was found to be perfectly satisfac- 
tory under a 500-pound pressure. 

Two of the big oil companies have moved 
their offices this week to more central loca- 
tions. La Atlantica, which promises to be 
one of the principal companies operating in the 
‘Mexican field, moved from the small offices 
they had on Union street down into the new 
Assemat Building, on Estado street. The Penn- 
Mex Fuel Company also moved into larger 
and more convenient quarters on Comercio 
street. 

In the fields there is little doing. The Tepe- 
tate Oil Company's new well, the Tepetate No. 
1 on lot 2, Chiconcillos, started drilling on 
August 23 and made forty feet the first day 
and then struck — and have been making 
low headway ever since. 

. The Frounert and Mexican Fuel Oil Trans- 
portation Corporation has solicited a permit 
to build a new tank to replace their tank No, 
3 that was destroyed by lightning on July 21.

ONTARIO DEVELOPMENTS DO NOT PROMISE 
WELL—GASOLINE SAVING CAMPAIGN 


Chatham, Ontario, Sept. 12, 1918. 

The latest developments in Dover township, 
Kent county, do not promise well for the per- 
manence of the oil production developed re- 
cently in the Trenton limestone, or for the 
large extension of the field. 

The two producing wells in this fleld, Nos. 
1 and 7 of the Union Natural Gas Company, 
appear to have declined considerably in pro- 
duction. Current reports credit No. 7 with 
1,000 barre's a day, but official information is 
that this well, which started last May with 


something like 400 barrels a day, is now down 
to between 40 and 50 barrels a day, this pro- 
duction including about 10 barrels of salt 
water. No. 7 has about 500,000 cubic feet of 
gas a day. No. 1, some 600 feet further 
south, is apparently a slightly smaller pro- 
ducer, about 35 to 40 barrels a day. 

The drilling so far indicates that the for- 
mation dip toward the north and northwest, 
and the result in No. 9 well, immediately to 
the south of No, 1, indécates that No. 1 was 
drilled right on the southern edge of the pro- 
duction, Tests both east and west of No, 1, 
drilled at some distance, have finished dry. 
The Union Natural Gas Company is doing 
practically all the drilling at present. 

In the Niagara field the Provincial Natural 
Gas Company has just finished its deep test 
for gas in the vicinity of Bridgeburg. The 
second deep test just completed was carried 


to 3,340 feet before being discontinued without 
a show. 

The Northern Gas and Gasoline Company of 
Hepworth has started drilling No. 2 test for 
gas immediately west of No. 1 on the edge 
of Hepworth village, in Bruce county, 

In the shallow oil field in Mosa_ township, 
Middlesex county, the Middlesex Oil Company 
of Richmond, Mo., has contracted with R. W.

The wel! which is being drilled on the R, B, 
Masterson ranch near the Canadian River un- 
der the management of the Hapgood Company, 
and which had a big showing of gas several 
days ago, is being drilled still deeper in 
search of oil. 


Hamilton County. 


Oil development is making rapid progress in 
Hamilton county and promoters are taking an 
optimistic view over the situation. 

The Giadys Bell Company spudded in on the 
Tosibio Caro survey, six miles west of Hamil- 
ton, last week. 

The Hercules Oil and Refining Company is 
exploiting the Thomas B. Low survey, and the 
Hami'ton Oil and Refining Company has 
located its rig on the P. H. Youngblood survey. 


Taylor County. 


Active prospecting is engaging the attention 
in and about Abilene. The work at Phantom 
Hill is awaiting the arrival of machinery. 

Development on a 15,000-acre lease extend- 
ing north and west from Abilene will be 
started this week or next unless the unexpected 
happens. Geologists have gone over this big 
lease twice and pronounce the most favorable 
indications. The gentlemen heading this de- 
velopment have been investigated as to their 
financial ability and pronounced Al, 


Pipeline to Ranger. 


Indications now are that there will be no 
pipeline connections into the Ranger oil field 
before October 1. It was thought possible to 
complete the line of the ‘Texas Company at 
least by September 15, but officials of the 
company announce the line will likely not be 
ready for use then. 

The Prairie Company’s line from Cushing, , 
Okla., to the Ranger field will not be ready 
for several weeks yet. The work, however, 
is being pushed to completion and. workmen are 
busy at both ends of the line. 

The completion of these pipelines will re- 
lease several thousand barrels of daily pro- 
duction that is being held in because of the 
pipeline shortage. 


CALIFORNIA PRODUCTION HAS INCREASED 
STEADILY SINCE FIRST OF THE YEAR 


Taft, Cal., Sept. 10, 1918. 
Statistics covering California's production 
and consumption since the first of the year 


show, that California production during the 
first six months of 1918 has steadily increased, 
while consumption has remained at practically 
the same figure. This, in consequence, has 
lessened the draft on stock, and during the 
last two months dn increase in oi] stocks has 
been shown. 

During the first six months of 1918 a total 
production of 49,811,802 barrels was made, a 
daiiy average of 275,203 barrels, as compared 
to 4 total of 45,611,252 barre's, a daily aver- 


age of 251,995 barrels produced during the 
same period in 1917. This rate would make 
the total production of the year 100,489,213 


barrels, but the increase in production during 
the latter months may be expected to raise this 
total te a somewhat higher figure. 

Consumption during the first six months of 
1918 totaled 54,643,902 barrels, a daily average 
of 301,900 barrels, as compared to a total of 
52,683,989 barrels, a daily average of 285,547 
barrels consumed during the same period in 
1917. This rate of consumption, if continued, 
would make the year’s total 110,193,504 bar- 
rels, or 9,704,291 barrels more than produc- 
tion. The total conswmption includes an in- 
crease of about 2,000,000 barrels, due to a 
change in the methods of compiling figures 
intreduced by the Pacific Petroleum War Serv- 
ice Committee which that month took over the 
statistical work. Even with this amount de- 
ducted from the whole, unless an unexpected 
enormous increase of production comes, the 
year’s consumption will far exceed the output 
of the wells. : 

Should the present rate ef production and 
consumption continue until the end of the 
year, the figures would be close to a_high 
water mark in California oil history. There 
are many things, however, that may enter into 
this question in the next six months. Jan- 
uary 1, 1918, showed each fie!'d in the State 
had .an increased production for the entire 
year, this being due to the intense drilling 
activity being carried on at that time. Now, 
however, figures show a decided falling off 
in the number of new wells during the first 
six months of 1918, as compared to the same 
period during 1917. Also about half the fields 
of the State show a decreased production at 
the present time, as compared to the first of 
the year. It has only been because of the in- 
creased production of the Fullerton-Whittier 
field and the Santa Maria-Lompoc field that 
production has shown an increase at all. These 
flelds have been strenuously exploited, and the 
first has shown an increase of 27,418 barrels 
daily production since June, 1917, while the 
latt.r has increased its daily average produc- 
tion in this same period 4,869 barrels. The 
relative increase’ in production in these two 
flelds will no doubt be maintained until the 
end of the vear, but at the same time, from 
every indication, judging from the number of 
new wells started since the first of the year, 
the production in other fields will continue to 
decrease, the rate in both cases can be but 
conjectural. 

Another item which could enter into the 
statistical columns {fs the action taken on the 
oil land relief bill. Recent reports from Wash- 
ington indicate that shortly the Senate and 
House conferees will vet together on a relief 
bill of some nature. This, however, has been 
reported more than once.. The Senate plan 
and that of the House differ in this, that the 
former provides for a patent to one-quarter of 
a claim and a lease on the balance. while the 
former calls for a lease to the claimant of 
one-quarter, the balance to be leased at the 
discretion of the Secretary of the Interior. 
There are also signs of earnest opposition 
from the Navy Department which makes ac- 
tion at this session doubtful. Should some 
relief bill pass, however, production would be 
bolstered up. 

There has been considerable enlargements to 
the refining facilities at Point Richmond and 
F! Secunda o*% the Standard; also to the Union 
Oil Company’s refining system, during the past 
six months. There ts also & move under way, 
with the apparent sanction of the Petroleum 
War Service Committee. to furnish small re- 
finers a supply of crude sufficient for their 
capacities. The price ts to be regulated, so 
that returns from the refined products wil! 
offset the advance of 25 per cent. in freight 
rates which at the present time threatens to 
nut manv of the small refiners out of business 
These events mav raise California consump- 
tion greatly during the coming months, more 


rapidly, perhaps, than it may be possible to- 
increase production, 

Taking everything into consideration, al- 
though the figures tor the first half of 1918 
show production and consumption figures in a 
better relatien than has existed for the past 
two years. every indication points to a de- 
creased production and increased consumption‘ 
for the rest of the year, which will again 
spread these two sets of figures apart. The 
buatance has only been maintained through the

New Work. 


During the past week permission from the 
State Mining Bureau was granted for the 
starting of seventeen new wells throughout 
the State. This is a decrease over the pre- 
vious week’s figure of twenty-one wells, and 
makes a total of 514 since the first of the 
year. This is a decrease of 29 per cent. ‘in’ 
the number, 724 wells, reported during the 
same perlod in 1917. A decrease in the other 
branches of development work showed in the 


report where twenty, wells were reported ready — 


for the water shut-off test, as compared ; to 
thirty-seven the previous week. Eleven wells 
were deepened during the week, as against 
fourteen the previous week. Two wells were 
abandoned, 

The Standard Oil Company during the past 


week secured permits for six new wells, the 


American Oilfields Company for four, and the 
Union Oil Company for four. These were the 
most active operators during the week. The. 
Standard’s activities were generally propor- 
tional throughout the field, two being started 
in the south, three in the Midway-Sunset field,’ 
and one at Coalinga. On section 28-32-24 Mid- 
way field, the Standard is starting quite an 
active drilling campaign. The property is lo- 
cated in the very heart of the Midway field 


and has been passed up for various reasons, . 


Now, however, drilling is progressing fast on, 
one rig, another has just been expected. The 
last completed well brought in on this 
tion was an excellent producer, which has 
stimulated all this activity, 

The American Oilfields started all of its four 
new wells on section 36-31-22. This section is 
in shallow territory, where heavy ol] pre- 
vails, near similar property being developed 
by the Southern Pacific. Conditions at pres- 
ent, however, are most satisfactory for shal- 
low drilling with less production. The Union 
Oil Company is also operating new drilling in 
shallow territory, and all four of its new 
wells are situated in section 36-27-20. 

The bureau reports that at the end of De- 
cember, 1917, every oil producing sounty in 
‘tthe State registered an increase in average 
daily production forthe year, due to the 


marked impetus in drilling operations. Daily 
production figures, now available for June, 
1918, show, however, that -a decline is now 


taking place in various important oil fields 
in the State, which is a direct reflection of 
the decrease in drilling wells. 
figures do not respond immediately to such a 
decrease,

Chemical Statistics Revision. 


One of the most important of the re- 
ports made was that of Dr. Bernhard C. 
Hesse, chairman of the Committee to 
Co-operate with the Bureau’ of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce, in obtaining 
Statistics on foreign commerce in chem- 
lcals, with a view to the complete re- 
vision of the official import and export 
classification of the United States. This 
report was accepted enthusiastically, and 
at the suggestion of the committee a new 
committee was named to act as a clear- 
ing house to consider atl suggestions 
from the chemists of the country and co- 
operate with the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce in the perfection of 
the classification lists. The committee 
as named at the convention consists of 
Charles H. Herty, cnairman; T. J. 
Bryan, William J. Hale, F. O. Taylor, 
H. S. Miner, W. J. N. Osterhout, S. L. 
Bigelow, J. E. Breckenridge and R. 8: 
Weston, Chairman Hesse’s report in full 
follows:— 


As chairman of the American Chemical 
Society Committee to co-operate with the Bu- 
reau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce in 
Obtaining statistics on foreign commerce in 
chemicals for the fiscal year 1913-14, and so 
to determine the extent of our chemical de- 
pendence, I beg to report that the work under 
Dr. E. R. Pickrell, of the United States Ap- 
praisers’ Stores of the Port of New york, has 
progressed so far that the manuscript will 
be ready for the printer by December j, 1918. 
The Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce has now placed at Dr. Pickrell’s dis- 
posal 24 persons; upward of 20,000 invoices of 
imported chemicals have been segregated from 
a total of more than 500,000 general invoices 
from all the ports of entry (upward of 100) 
in the United States, Alaska and insular pos- 
Sessions, and these 20,009 invoices of chem- 
icals are now being transcribed on individual 
item cards at the rate of about 1,000 invoices 
per day; these item cards will then be suitably 
assemb’ed, and this assembly then transferred 
to manuscript form. The information thus to 
be given consists as follows:— 

1. Name of chemical or material of, or for, 
chemical industry. 


2. Total of pounds or other quantity units. 

3. Total value. 

4. Countries of origin, arranged in the order 
of their participation and showing the per- 
centage of such participation, 

This manuscript, which will probably deal 
with upward of 4,000 entries, and will amount 
to about 300 pages, 4% by 7% of print, will 
be ready for the Govermment Printing Office 
not later than December 1, 1918. How long 
it will require to print cannot be foretold, 
but February 1, 1919, seems to be a reasonable 
date for its appearance; its cost to the public 
will probably be about 30 cents per copy. 

This, therefore, concludes the work of this 
committee, and I therefore request that it be 
discharged, 


4,000 Entries to Be Analyzed. 


In the course of these activities I have made 
tentative plans for the elucidation of these 
statistics and for their periodical appearance 
in the future, but without definite commit- 
ments on the part of the American Chemical 
Society or of the various government agencies 
consulted. These plans are all ‘based upon 
preparation by the American Chemical Society 
of an analysis of these 4,000, or therabouts, 
entries showing for the manufactured and semi- 
manufactured articles the raw materials, min- 
eral, vegetable and animal, and the approxi- 
mate quantities of each entering into their 
production. The Geological Survey will then 
prepare a succinct statement as .to the location 
and production of the mineral raw materials, 
and Dr, Carl Alsberg, chief of the Bureau of 
Chemistry of the Department of Agriculture, 
has offered to enlist that department's co- 
operation through its various bureaus for 
similar treatment of the vegetable and animal 
raw materials. The Tariff Commission has 
been approached for its co-operation in Hsting 
the industrial and commercial uses of each of 
these 4,000 entries, with prospects not hope- 
less. 

With such a compilation, as an appendix to 
the statistics now approaching completion, it 
should be possible dependably and rapidly to 
ascertain for any manufactured or semi-manu- 
factured product the amounts imported, what 
raw materials and their amounts were needed, 
what uses it has in the arts, and also for any 
given raw material information as to what 
finished or semi-finished products made from 
it were imported, their industrial uses and 
the respective amounts of all and each. Do- 
mestic production of raw materials for chem- 
ical industry, semi-finished and _ finished 
chemical products should be greatly stimulated 
and its growth intelligently directed through 
such a compilation, the succesful making of 
which is beyond the strength of any one man 


or group of men as has been conciusively 
demonstrated by occasional abortive efforts 
abroad. I have also considered compiling in-

formation of similar scope and 
our exports and for our domestic 
and have concluded that for the present, at 
least, such is not only unnecessary, but with- 
out merit, for these would only confuse, since 
they do not show the extent of our dependence. 


Co-operative Committee. 


I have every reason to believe that if the 
American. Chemical Society will appoint a 
committee to make the analysis of this set of 
statistics now nearing completion as above 
outlined, and this committee will co-operate 
in the preparation of the chapters to be built 
up on this analysis and those statistics, that 
the effective and enthusiastic co-operation of 
the Geological Survey, the Department of Agri- 
culture and of the Tariff Commission will be 
forthcoming. 

In the course of the past 18 months I have 
discussed this matter most thoroughly with 
many persons, and I believe that the American 





Chemical Society should appoint such a com- 
mittee and further empower it to act as @ 
“buffer committee,’’ or ‘‘clearing house,’’ to 
receive all suggestions from the chemists of 


the country as to betterments or alterations 
for succeeding issues, if any, to consider all 
such, and then, at such times as the Bureau 


of Commerce may request, to transmit all 
such suggestions to that bureau, together with 
that committee’s recommendations for appro- 
priate incorporation into future editions or 
issues, if any. 

I have, further, reached the conclusion that 
this committee should have an active, but 
ex officio, nucleus with power to add to its 
number not only from the American Chemical 
Society, but to invite co-operation of other 
societies. The nucleus I have in mind is:—

War Disturbances and Peace Readjustments in the 
Chemical Industries. : 


By GRINNELL JONES, Chemist to the United States Tariff 
Commission. 


Delivered at A. C. S. Meeting, Cleveland, Sept. 10, 1918. 





Among the chemical industries the first 
to feel the stimulus of war was the ex- 
plosive industry. The expansion of 
American smokeless powder plants was 
sufficient to prevent a German victory In 
France and Russia in 1915. It is not ree 
vealing military secrets to say that there 
has been some growth since 1915. We 
all hope that the peace terms will be so 
satisfactory that the military explosive 
plants themselves will no longer be need- 
ed. Nevertheless, there will be a perma- 
nent increase in the competitive strength 
of the American chemical industries 
through the growth of the subsidiary in- 
dustries which now supply the raw ma- 
terials to the explosive industry. 


Our production of sulphuric acid is at 
least twice what it was before the war. 
The growth has been largely in contact 
acid, and, therefore, when the demand for 
explosives disappears, the American 
chemical industries will have available 
large supplies of pure and concentrated 
sulphuric acid. Moreover, the growth of 
the acid industry has been made possible 
by a great increase in the production of 
American sulphur, and by a smaller, al- 
though significant, increase in the min- 
ing of pyrites. 

The nitric acid industry has grown 
relatively more than the sulphuric acid 
industry. The output of nitric acid from 
Chilean niter is now more than ten times 
as great as it was before the war. 

The significance of this growth of the 
sulphuric and the nitric acid industries 
to our dynamite, dyestuff and pyroxylin 
plastic industries need not be emphasized 


nere, 
Synthetic Ammonia. 


Of greater significance than this stim- 
ulus to industries already well estab- 
lished has been the birth of new indus- 
tries. We have a new synthetic ammo- 
nia and nitric acid industry. Plants 
have been built and, during the war at 
least, will be operated by the government. 
When the full story of these plants can 
be told, it will reveal that American 
chemists have, under the pressure of war 
needs, been able to devise substantial im- 
provements upon the Baber and Ostwald 
processes developed by the Germans be- 
fore the war. These processes were the 
result of nearly two decades of work on 
these problems as a part of their military 
preparedness. It is not improbable that 
after the war nitric acid made from syn- 
thetic ammonia may prove to be cheaper 
than nitric acid made from Chilean niter, 
In any case, American agriculture will 
assuredly have a new large source of ni- 
trogenous fertilizer materials. 


In 1914 our production of crude light 
oil would have been sufficient for the pro- 
duction of only about 4,500,000 gallons 
of benzol and of about 1,500,000 gallons 
of toluol, and only a part of which was 
distilled. As is shown in our forthcom- 
ing report on the production of American 
dyes and coal-tar chemicals, in 1917 our 
output of benzol was 40,200,000 gallons, 
and of toluol, was 10,200,000 gallons. In 
1918 further substantial growth is to be 
expected through the installation of strip- 
ping plants at city gas works. The toluol 
is now going almost entirely into explo- 
sives, as is also a considerable fraction 
of the benzol. When the demand for ex- 
plosives disappears, it is to be expected 
that the prices of benzol and toluol will 
drop to the point where it will be profit- 
able to add them to gasoline for motor 
fuel. A similar condition will probably 
exist abroad, and since America has the 
greatest known natural resources for the 
production of gasoline, benzol and toluo: 
should be as cheap or cheaper here than 
abroad. ‘Therefore, the industries con- 
suming benzol and toluol may be assured 
of ample supplies of these materials at 
favorable prices. 


Synthetic Phenol. 


Before the war we had no synthetic 
phenol industry, whereas in 1917, as is 


shown in our forthcoming report, 15 
plants produced 64,146,499 pounds of 
phenol, valued at $23,715,805, most of 
which was used in making picric acid. If 


this new industry is to survive, there 
must be a greater consumption of phenol 
in the industries for peaceful purposes. 
Fortunately, phenol is used as an inter- 
mediate in the manufacture of some rep- 
resentatives of every class of finished 
coal-tar chemical products, including dyes 
and lakes, photographic developers, me- 
dicinals, flavors, perfume materials, syn- 
thetic resins, synthetic tanning materials 
and explosives. Leaders in the chemical 
industries are already making plans for 
the industrial development of the uses of 
phenol, when the phenol is no longer 
needed for explosives. 

Another war-baby is monochlorbenzol, 
which was made during 1917 by eight 
American firms, with an output of nearly 
twenty-five million pounds, valued at a 
little less than five million dollars, The 
dye industry will use a part of this pro- 
ductive, capacity permanently, but new 
discoveries by American chemists will 
probably be needed to utilize the total 
productive capacity. Incidentally, this 
product furnishes a new outlet for chlo- 
rine, a new by-product source of muriatic 
acid, and raises a new problem in the 
utilization of di-chlor-benzol, an unavoia- 
able by-product. 

Before the war there was but one pro- 


ducer of anilin oil in the United States. 
In 1917 there were twenty-three produc- 
ers, With an output of 8,806,524 pounds, 
valued at $6,758,535. As only a relatively 
small proportion of this substance goes 
into explosives, the peace readjustments 
will not be complicated by a collapse of 
a military demand, but will depend pri- 
marily on the competive strength of the 
American industry. 


The war has also stimulated the pro- 
duction of mercury for the manufacture 
of fulminates. The American production 
has about doubled since the beginning of 
the war. Formerly we had a balance of 
imports—now we have a larger baiance 
of exports. 


Po son gas warfare is also destined to 
have a permanent intiuence in the chem- 
ical industries. Although there is no rea- 
son to expect that uses will be found for 
phosgene and muStard gas on a sealeé 
approaching the present and prospective 
military use, the plants erected for their 
manufacture need not prove a total loss 
when the military demand ceases. Near- 
ly all of the noxious substances used in 
po son gas warfare require chlorine for 
their manufacture, and an increase in 
the production of chlorine in the United 
States is therefore certain. There is much 
hope that some of the substances pro- 
duced as intermediate steps in the man- 
ufacure of the poison gases may be util- 
ized for purposes other than warfare, 
but these are matters not yet to be ds- 
cussed. Phosgene, except tor the dan- 
fers attending its use, is an excellent 
reagent for. many processes involving 
chlorination or dehydration and for mak- 
ing Michier’s ketone, Fortunately, the 
risk in using phosgene is greatly mini- 


mzed by the development of the new 
gas mask. The intensive work which 
hundreds of American chemists have 


been and are doing to improve the de- 
sign of the gas mask will undoubtedly 
prove a blessing to workmen exposed to 
noxious) fumes in chemical factories 
throughout the world when peace is ré- 
stored, 


Acetone. 


Still another industry which has been 
Stimulated by a direct war demand ts 
the manufacture of acetone, whch is 
used as a gelatinizing agent in the manu- 
facture of the explosive, cordite; as a 
solvent for airplane dopes, and in the 
manufacture of poison gases. Before the 
war acetone was obtained entirely as 
one of the products of the wood distilla- 
tion industry, but there are now at least 
four new processes in commerc.al opera- 
tion in the United States or Canada for 
the manufacture of acetone. 


It has been found that glucose can be 
fermented by a suitable organism to 
give acetone directly. Butyl aicohol is a 
by-product of this fermentation, and 
becomes commercially avai.able in ap- 
preciable amounts. The development of 
uses for butyl alcohol is an attractive 
problem. 


The other processes for making acetone 
produce acetic acid or an acetate as an 
intermediate step, and may, therefore, per- 
mauently affect the acetic acid industry. 
The most obvious and perhaps the sim- 
plest of these processes depends on fer- 
menting molasses to alcohol, which is 
then converted into acetic acid by the 
rapid vinegar process, The conversion of 
acetic acid into acetone is an old and weil 
known process, but the details have been, 
improved. 

Another process depends on making 
acetylene from calcium carbide, By. the 
ad of a suitable catalyst the acetylene 
is made to combine with water yielding 
acetaldehyde which may be read ly oxi- 
dized to acetic acid. Still another process 
depends on fermenting kelp under such 
conditions that sodium acetate and pa 
tassium salts are secured. 

The war has stimulatea the production 
of many other products, a few of which 
may be briefly mentlioned:—Castor oil for 
lubricating airplane motors; phosphorus 
for incendiary bombs; barium and stron- 
tium nitrates for signal rockets. The 
output of soda ash has increased by 6&8 
per cent, since 1914, and the output of 
caustic soda has more than doubled. 


Intermediate Manufacture. 


New conditions in the chemical indust 
tries have also been created by the cur- 
tailment of imports. As a direct conse- 
quence of this stoppage of imports from 


Germany a new American dye industry 
has been established. It is true tha 
some dyes were being made‘in the Unetot 
States before the war, but the makers 


relied on Germany for the necessary in- 
termediates, with the exception of a 
small amount of anil'n made here by a 
single producer. During 1917, 134 different 
intermediates were made by 118 firms 
One firm made 63 different intermediates. 
Dyes were made by 81 firms. The toral 
production of dyes in the United Stata 
during 1917 was approximately eyua: in 
gross weight to the annual importat'ons 
before the war. The exports of American 
dyes exceeded in value, although nor in 
quantity or variety, our imports before 
the war, The dye industry is not depend- 
ent on any imported raw material excent 
sodium nitrate from Chile. Many impor- 
tant dyes are still lacking, but indigo and 
allzarin are now on the market in sig-

These percentages would be very greatly 
more were it not for the fact that an- 
other end of the industry, namely, the 
wall paper trade, which always has used 
the natural coiors, owing to their cheap- 
ness and greater efficiency for their work, 
does not come under the heading of war 
necessities, and therefore we have been 
compelled to deduct the very cons'der- 
able quantity they consumed from the 
totals, 

In addition to our own country, Canada, 
France, England, Russia, Italy, Aus- 
tralia, India and Japan are using larger 
quantities of our products than they ever 
did, at least, as far as our own exports 
show. It is unfortunate and so thor- 
cughly representative of the conservation 
—to give it the mildest name—character- 
izing the dyewood extract manufacturers 
that they have never partaken of the 
benefits of any propaganda that would 
bring to the attention of the consumers 
of dyesuffs the advantage of the natural 
products over the artificial, and as a re- 
sult it seems as though the manufac- 
turer of natural dyes has been lost sight 
of by a very large number of those 
people who, in reality, could actually use 
the natural dyewood extracts for the 
colors that they wish to produce, in- 
stead of the foreign dvestuffs and their 
imitations upon which they have learned 
to depend. 


Permanence of Color, 


It is hardly necessary to advise you 
that the oriental rugs of several hundred 
years ago still retain their beauty and 
briliianecy of color to the present day, 
and if any one cares to investigate the 
clothing of three or four hundred years 
ago, they would find that at the courts 
of France in particular there were colors 
of vegetable derivation used in silks and 
sat'ins that would rival the most gorgeous 
shades of the present day. The oriental 
rug will dispose permanently of the argu- 
ment as to whether natural colors are 
fast. Of course, if any especial tests are 
made, such as boiling in caustic or spot- 
ting with acid, generally the natural dye- 
stuffs, unless specially prepared, will not 
withstand these extraordinary and r‘dicu- 
lous tests, but for our part, we always 
have thought that until clothes were 
boiled in acid in order to clean them that 
it was hardly necessary to employ such 
tests as indices of the quality of the dve. 


If they will stand the exposure to the 
air and rain and sun, and will not run 
cr bleed into surround'ng fibres, we be- 


lieve that they have fulfilled their des- 
tiny, and it always has been the aim of 
the natural dyestuff maker to produce— 


shall we say—honey, rather than 
saccharin. 

Possibly you may have seen in the 
various trade journals a rather surpris- 
ing statement to the effect that prior 
to the war © pe: cent. of all the con- 


centrated yellow dyestuff that we manu- 
facture under the registered trade-mark 


name of Flavine was exported to two 
very large artificial dyestuff manufac- 
turers in Germany and Switzerland. In 
fact, had it not been for the businese 


that we enjoyed through them it is prob- 
able that the manufacture of Flavine 
would have been discontinued, owing to 
the fact that we did not appeal directly 
in the United States to the textile indus- 
try, as it was something that no manu- 


facturer then could do—compete with 
the German manufacturers—and retain 
his own self-respect at the same time. 


However, our foreign business was 
enough to keep that section of our plants 
operating, and this would ind'‘cate that 
some of the dyes ‘manufactured in this 
country are of value to those who for- 
merly—we were in the habit of thinking 
—were the leading authorities. 

As far as the manufacture of dyewood 
extracts is concerned, it is exceedingly 
s'mple, and yet there are one or two 
things that have to be thought of and 
taken into account at the same time.

Our coal-tar friends have a number of 
exceedingiy complex reactions to look 
after, and they produce materials with 
unforgivable names. They, of course, 
know everything about what they are 
doing, but we in our business are dif- 
ferent. We try to produce the same kind 
of material today that was produced f fty 
years ago and have a hard job keeping 
it precisely identical, and this is where 
we need and use the best chemists that 
we can secure, in spite of the fact that 
when we get all through our material is 
known as extract and not, for instance, 
monosulphonodioxyanthraquinone, 


Brewing a Dye Pot of Tea. 


To cite a homely illustration of the dye- 
wood extract makers’ art, the brewing of 
a pot of tea will be appropriate.’ The 
English chemists at least know that tea 
boiled is tea spoiled, and that in the 
making a diffusion process is used for 
not less than two minutes nor more than 
seven, and that the water should be be- 
tween 208 and 212 degrees Fahrenheit in 
crder to secure the best results, allow- 
ing it to cool down slowly. It is also 
found that tea.is made better in earthen- 
ware vessels, which are heat retainers, 
than metallic ones, even though the me- 
tallic ones may be of such compos'tion 
that they will not easily combine with 
the tannin present in the leaf. This is 
extract making on a small scale. We do 
not confine ourselves to a narrow tem- 
perature, but extractions of the necessary 
raw materials are made according to ex- 
perience which has stretched over many 
years, at temperatures between 140 de- 
grees Fahrenheit and 300 degrees Fahren- 
heit, all kinds of the pressures are used 
from below the atmosphere to 150 pounds 
to the inch; jnterm‘ttent and continuous 
diffusion and. percolation are alike user, 
depending upon the product to be pro- 
duced, and you may be interested in 
knowing that a difference of 10 degrees 
in the extraction temperature of certain 
materials will cause a profound d ffer- 
ence in the quality ana also in the yield 
or amount of extract produced, An ex- 
tract plant at best has always been an 
expensive proposition, and where the 
barks, leaves, and fruits are used, which 
are of seasonal gathering, the manufac- 
turer is compelled to maintain an enor- 
mous stock of raw material. In our own 
plants we have not less than 25,000 tons 
of bark on hand today, none of wh'ch 
can be used until later on this year, 
and there will be no more to be had un- 
til the summer of 1919, which in turn 
cannot be used again’ until after Octo- 
ber. We, therefore, have to carry stocks 
to last as long as fourteen months, 
which makes the amount of capital in- 
vested in these industries very great in- 


deed, 
How Wood Is Treated. 


The woods are cut in one of two man- 
ners, either by a large revolving disc 
with knives placed upon the edge and 
to which the logs are fed by a power 
feed, or else by means of the better 
known wood hog, which is an exceed- 
ingly heavy piece of machinery revolving 
at very high speed and to which the 
wood is generally fed by gravity. In- 
stead of the cutting part of this appara- 
tus being placed on the outside of a flat 
dise or wheel, it js similar to a spoor or 
V-shaped wheel, on the inside of the V 
being the chipping knives, which are gen- 
erally staggared. While this apparatus 
w'll cut wood more quickly than the disc 
it does not chip it as well, at least this is 
the opinion of a number of authorities, 
although I must say that the authorities 
consulted all use the disc chipper. Some 
idea of the magnitude of the discs may 
be had when you understand that one of 
these d'scs alone is operating in the 
United States which weighs 35 tons. 
After the wood is chipped it is generally 
run through disintegrators, such as the 
Williams or Jeffries mills. You prob- 
ably are familiar with both of these, but 
for those who may not be, these m'lls 
are simply crushing apparatus conta‘n- 
ing several score of loose heavy ham- 
mers, entirely free excepting at one end. 
near the center of the mill, and swing 
from a common central disc. The edge 
of these hammers move at a speed of 
approximately one and one-half miles per 
minute, and, w‘th about 250 horsepower 
behind them, any material that gets into 
their grasp is generally disintegrated, or 
else the mill gives way. There have been 
times when through carelessness or over- 
sieht a steel wedge used for splitting the 
larger logs, or a railroad spike—‘n the 
case of car bark—has gone through the 
mill and been hammered around inside 
the cages until the edges are worn off 
sufficiently for it to be thrown out white 
bot on the floor, or into the elevators 
which convey it to tne rooms wherein 
the ground material is generally held be- 
fore extraction. This oftentimes is the 
cause of the greatly dreaded dust explo- 
sions which have wrecked several: extract 
plants, 


Extraction. 


After the material has been properly 
prepared—and in passing it might be 
stated that the size and cut of the prepa- 
ration has a tremendous bearing upon 
the time of extraction, which again has 
bearing upon the quality vroduced—‘t is 
conveyed by the necessary automatic ma- 


chinery to either autoclaves or wooden 
extractors. The autoclaves are either of 
steel or stee! lined, with tile, copper or 
bronze. We generally use the copper 
ones, bronze fitted. These autoclaves 


take a charge of from one to three tons. 
according to the size, and are fitted with 
lines for water, liquor, live and exhaust 
steam, compressed air, and vacuum, so 
that they can be used for any type of 
extract that it is desired to produce. The 
open extractors are generally made of 
wood and hold from six to twelve tons 
at a charge, but owing to the difficu'tv 
of controlling the oxidation, always pres- 
ent when liquids containing tannins are 
exposed in thin solution to the atmos- 
phere, these large tubs have been super- 
seded in the modern works by autoclaves. 
although for certain purposes they are 
still largelv used, After the material is 
exhausted by the necessary solvents, the 
head liquors are concentrated, generally 
in vacuo, although occasionally they are 
partly evaporated in plenum. There are, 
of course, variants of th‘'s, as for in- 
stance, in the making of powdered ex- 
tract. sometimes the thin liquors are con- 
centrated in vacuo and then finished in 
the onen. and vice versa. devending alto- 
gether upon the material which is to be 
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produced. There is a multiplicity of ap- 
paratus for the finishing of these ex- 
tracts, and it seems to me that tne prin- 
cipal difference between them is that one 
costs more than the other. So far as 
to the manufacture, 


The uses are various. Silk, wool, cot- 
ton, leather, paper ail draw upon the 
natural dyewood extract maker, but I be- 
lieve that their best use is for wool. 
silk, leather, and wall paper lake. They 
seem to be particularly f.tted by nature 
for these purposes, and generally nature 
knows what she is doing. There never 
has been any realiy satisfactory substi- 
tute for the black, which is produced 
on leather by logwood, and the very best 
black silks and broadcloths are always 
dyed with this particular product; ana, 
as to wall paper, even in Germany the 
wall paper manufacturers used to prefer 
quercitron to the color lakes that were 
made by the artificial color makers in 
Germany. It may be that our product 
sold over there so well because the arti- 
ficial color makers did not use the same 
brand cf persuasive art upon their qwn 
people that they did upon our dyers here 
before the war. 


Ease of Application. 


There has always been one very great 
advantage that the artificial color pos- 
sessed over the natural colors, and that 
is their ease of applicat.on. With ani- 
lines an operator took a certain amount 
of material that he wished to dye and 
placed it in a vessel containing the di- 
luted dyestuff with a little salt or sul- 
phuriec acid, turned on the steam and in 
an hour the whole operation was fin- 
ished. With the natural dyestuffs it was 
different. First of all, the goods had to 
be soaked in some material that had an 
affinity for the dyestuff, the so-called 
mordant, and after this they were placed 
in the dyestuff and turned around, or 
worked, as the expression is. until the 
requisite color developed. ‘This required 
two operations—first, the mordanting, 
and then the dyeing—and twice the time; 
wel. althougu our business was increas- 
ing in the United States for the natural 
dyewoods before the war until the early 
part of 1914, we made and sold more dye- 
wood extracts than we ever had done 
for any similar period since 1869, never- 
theless, we could not get over this seem- 
ingly insurmountable obstacle to the gen- 
eral employment of our production until 
the fail of 1917. 

It has been taken for granted by the 
dyewood extract chemists that the fol- 
lowing conditions obtain:—First, that ali- 
zarine is artificial madder; that natural 
madder is a dyewood extract, or, if you 
prefer it, a vegetable nroduct. If al ‘za- 
rine can be made so that it will no longer 
be & mordant color, it is obvious that the 
vegetable product madder can also be 
made so as no longer to be a mordant 
color, and, if the madder plant stands as 
a generic type of all the dyewoods, then 
by treatment similar to that which the 
artificial colors receive it might be pos- 
sble to produce dyewood extracts that 
would no longer require mordanting in a 
separate bath in order to fasten on to 
the fiber. 


On November 22, 1917, our company 
took out patents upon single bath dye- 
wood extracts made from vegetab’e dye- 
woods, and here are some dyed swatches 
of wool and here one of mixed wool and 
cotton dyed simply by taking a certa’n 
quantity of the dyestuff, dissolving it in 
water, placing the fiber to be dyed in 
the bath and treating it exactly. similar 
to the artificial dyestuff. This has re- 
moved the one point of superiority pos- 
sessed ty suv many of the artificial cl- 
ors, and we believe now that the natural 
dyewood industry will develop along its 
just and proper lines. Too long have 
we been content with producing exactly 
what we produced before, and too long 
also have we been content to let some 
interested party say that ours .was in- 
deed a veritable dying industry, in the 
sense that ic was partly moriband, srd 
that there was no hope for us. Today. 
when we are operating at what we con- 
sider nermal capacity for the looms and 
dye houses in th’s country, there are re- 
qu‘red not less than 150,000 tons of log- 
wood and 50,000 tons of quercitron bark 
to produce the dyes that are be‘ng used 
for the dyeing of black, blue, and yel- 
low, and, in proportion to the amount of 
looms engaged in 1918 and those being 
engaged on similar production in 114, 
there is actually a little less provortion- 
ate use of dyewood extracts than there. 
was in 1914, owing to the d'fficultv in 
securing supplies from foreign ports, due 
to the shipping situation, and this has 
compelled some of the dvers to cut down 
the quantity of logwood that they are 
using and substitute some of the arti- 
ficial colors instead. 

Just one thing more and, that is. in 
the various medical journals there have 
been some statements appearing recently 
covering the use of Flavine in gunshot 
wounds. This has apveared in Chemical 
Abstracts, American Medic'ne. and The 
T.ancet. and, inasmuch as mv companv ‘s 
the only manufacturer of Flavine, which 
is a trade-marked registered name for 
the concentrated yellow dyestuff made 
by us from‘ the inner bark of the black 
oak, I have done all in my power to 
bring to the attention of those interested 
that Flavine has no therapeutic action 
whatsoever. The mater‘al spoken of in- 
correctly and wrongly, called Flavine 
is one of the acridine derivatives used 
for dyeing yellow made, I believe, by the 
Bayer Company, and with their usual 
disregard for any hampering conven- 
tions they have seen fit to take the name 
of the best vellow dyestuff they know 
namely, Flavine, and label their infernal 
acridine derivative with it, and I take this 
opportunity of drawing attention to this 
newer use of a natural dyestuff, namely, 
the labeling of an artificial color with a 
name that does not belong to it. 














































































































Cottonseed Products Brokerage 
Maximums Established.

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CRUDE PETROLEUM SHIPPERS FIGHTING 
RAILWAY BOARD BILL OF LADING ORDER 


Chicago, Sept. 13, 1918. 


Shippers of crude petroleum in the Mid- 
Continent field are putting up a vigorous 
fight against the proposal of the Nailway 
Adininistration to charge $2 for every 
shipper’s order to notify concerning bills 
of lading where a later movement of a 
ear ip question is required. The matter 
is up before Examiner Disque, of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, who has 
been holding hearings all the week on 
this and similar questions. 

The railroad proposition of an addi- 
tional $5 charge on combination locals 
as a penalty for unnecessary back-hauls 
and out-of-line hauls is also being sub- 
jected to vigorous opposition. 

Clifford Thorne, representing the Amer- 
ican Petroleum League and the Western 
Petroleum Refiners’ Association, appear- 
ing for the shippers before Examiner 
Disque, declared that such a rule would 
especially penalize and be harmful to the 
independent oil industry of the country. 

“It is here proposed by the railroads,” 
he said, “to prevent a man from having 
a through rate plus a reasonable arbi- 
trary for an out-of-line or back-haul, if 
a reconsignment is made. Oil is a com- 
modity that we ship in tank cars and 
store in steel tanks. We could store it 
in barrels and put it in sheds, but that 
causes so much loss and so much extra 


work that probably 98 per cent. of the 
oil is handled in the other way. Our 
storing facilities are limited. Practically 


every other kind of freight that moves in 
large volume can be stored under a 
roof, in a shed, in boxes or loose on the 
ground, > 5 

“There are many thousands of dis- 
tributing stations throughout the coun- 
try where they carry from five to ten 
days’ supply of oily. To increase 
this average from ten to twenty days 
would be a physical impossibility at the 
present time with the war demands for 
steel and iron. An oi) jobber may oper- 
ate from 16 to 300 stations. He knows 
two weeks in advance that, under ordi- 
nary circumstances, a given station will 
need more oil. He orders a car for that 
station. The car may arrive three days 
sooner than he expected. There may 


have been a wet season in the interim, 
and that station may not have adequate 
storing facilities to hold the car. 

“The result is that if that shipper is 
compelled to hold that car at that sta- 
tion, or pay a costly penalty that he can- 
not afford, he will let the car stay on the 
tracks, accumulating demurrage. At an- 
other station, possibly fifty miles away, 
involving a slightly out-of-line back-haul, 
opposite conditions may exist. Local de- 
mands may have inereased suddenly so 
as to exhaust the supply of oil three or 
four days or a week before the jobber 
expected. 

“If the jobber could have shipped the 
original car right over to this station, 
which we will call ‘B,’ there would not 
have been an idle car at the other sta- 
tion, which we will cad ‘A,” and the pub- 
lic at station ‘B' would have been sup- 
plied with the oil which they needed. 
The present system is the correct one. 
It is the best adapted to the legitimate 
needs of the shippers and the public. It 
4s the best for the railroads, because it 
facilitates the movement of equipment 
that otherwise would be idle. What we 
have described heré is typtcal of the en- 
tire oil industry of the country. 

“It is absolutely necessary that we 
have the privilege of diverting cars in 
order to assist in prompt movement, as 
there is no one commodity that it so seri- 
ously affected by weather conditions as 
the handling of petroleum products.”

graph. 

The Senate has adopted a resolution of- 
fered by Senator Walsh of Montana call- 
ing upon the Bureau of Mines to inform 
the Serate to what extent the present oil 
shortage could be remedied if the Senate 
bill providing for the leasing of oil lands 
in the public domain were enacted into 
law.

Essential Priorities as Affecting Reporter Industries g¢ 
Given Out by War Industries Board. 


Washington, Sept. 13, 1918. 

Appeal to employers in industries en- 
gaged on war work, such as most of 
these covered by the Reporter, that they 
should give careful study and make it a 
consciencious duty when they ask de- 
ferred classification for men in the 18-45 
draft, who, through chivairy do not claim 
exemption for themselves, is made by the 
Proyost Marshal General. 

He says in part:— 

“Tt is often forgotten that the selective 
lraft is only one element in the deple- 
tion of a particular industry’s man-power. 
A second and large element is found in the 
voluntary withdrawals for enlistment; 
how large this is may be seen from the 
circumstanves that the tctal inductions by 
draft have reached some 2,000,000, while 
the total enlistments in army and navy 
amount to some 1,400.000—nearly§ three- 
quarters as many. A third element, very 
large, but unknown as to its precise ex- 
tent, has been the transfer of labor power 


from one industry to another, i. e., into 
the distinctively war industries offering 
the inducement of higher wages. How 


relatively small, in actual effect, has been 
the effect of the selective araft Is seen 
in the fact that, for all the occupations 
represented in the 8,700,000 classeied reg- 
istrants of January, 1918, the percentage 
of the entire industrial population rep- 
resented by the Class 1 registrants 
amounted to only 6 per cent It ran as 
low as 3 per cent. for some occupations, 
and correspondingly higher for some other 
occupations; but the national average 
was only 6 per cent. Any notably larger 
depletions in particular industries must, 
therefore, have been due, partly to en- 
listments, and in probably greater degree, 
to voluntary transfers into other indus- 
tries. 

“The preference list of industries and 
plants, compiled by the priorities division 
of the War Industries Board, is the mas- 
ter-key govering the flow of basie indus- 
trial elements to the industries essential 
to the war program. It supersedes all 
previous listing. 

_ “It is the basis for industrial exemption 
from the draft, and may be regarded as 
the governing factor in the distribution 
of labor, capital, favilities material, 
transportation and fuel.’’

While many groups in the drug mar. 

yet have been dull so far as price de- 
yelopments of a sharp order are con- 
cerned, reports: indicate that the de- 
mand in most lines was freshened. The 
jnes of posSible developments are well 
marked and are rooted securely in the 
ground, which will remain firm so 
jong as the war lasts—the ground of 
limited supply striving to meet con- 
gmt‘on Which in many cases has not 
been readjusted to meet the war-en- 
gendered conditions, 

There is no prospect of the present 
demand for materials slackening; on 
the contrary, the fall will undoubtedly 
witness a revival of energies which, 
gniess shaped to new conditions, will 
jad to unimagined situations. Manu- 
gcturing interests involved in war 
work will be aSsured sufficient mate- 
rial to operate at full capacity, and 
lines of activities dovetailed to such 
interests Will receive preferential treat. 
ment by the War Industries and War 
Trade Boards. Other consumers—man- 
facturing and otherwise, are liable to 
be skimped—are being cut off from 
supplies at the present time. 

The finger of government intention 
points the direction clearly. During the 
past week action of a tentative char- 
acter—action which will without doubt 
be made permanent in Washington 
during the coming week—took. place 
with reference to the shellac. import- 
ers. It seems as though the end of 
the shellac control development is at 
last in sight. Iollowing the line of re- 
stricted importation, the War Indus- 
tries Board has restricted sharply the 
consumption of material not going di- 
rectly or indirectly into war necessary 
production. The jobber has had his 
buying cut to 50 per cent. of what he 
purchased in 1917, and in turn he is 
directed to sell not more than five 
packages of shellac to any consumer. 
The lines have thus been drawn close- 
ly around consumption by non-essen- 
tial industries—-essential praduction is 
assured by the government of all the 
material which it needs. Whether this 
is to apply throughout the calendar 
year of 1918 or to the end of the fiscal 
year in June, 1919, is a mooted matter. 

A like situation—preferential treat- 
ment of industry related to the war 
needs of Washington—obtains in the 
crude drug market. While the situa- 
tion in American botanicals is far from 
satisfactory, that reigning in foreign 
grown materials ig infinitely worse. It 
seems to be a pronounced policy of the 
government to rule out the ocean 
transportation of many crude drugs 
badly needed. This is more especially 
true as concerns materials constituting 
four-fifths of regular business, but iS 
also true of some goods which are 
needed for government work, The re- 
sult is that a constant enhancement of 
values is inevitable. For example, the 
Position of ergot ig illuminating. As 
much as any other one material, ergot 
enters into channels of consumption 
which make it impossible for users to 
abandon the material as it reaches the 
high levels at which it stands and to 
Which it is expected to attain in the 
near future. The price must be paid 
because humanity cannot get along 
without the material—even the gov- 
frnment must have the product to 
treat hemorrhage. Yet there seems ‘to 
be little hope of any relief from the 
shortage which during the past week 
again caused an advance toward the 
2.50 per pound level which is freely 
expected on spot. Ergot is only one 
of many materials in the crude drug 
list—both domestic and foreign—and 
with the war’s end not even conjec- 
tured, values are bound to increase, are 
Mereasing, have increased during the 
past week. It would seem to be the 
part of wisdom on the part of large 
Consumers to look the situation square- 
lyin the face, abandon immediate pros- 
pects of any considerable lowering of 
Prices, and so far ag is possible antici- 
bate their needs for at least six months 
0 come. Such a policy consistently 
followed for the past two years would 
have paid in dollars and cents if in no 
other way. With the crude drug list 
showing in the past week every possi- 
ble sign of the tendenev of the timcs 
translated into fact, the force of such a 
Policy is self evident. 

Along the line of restricted supply 
- ancing values falls the advance in 
camphor Which the American refiners 
‘mhounced early in the week. This 
Proved the major development in the 
pre sroup and was the direct result 

@ American refiner’s inability to 
Pol adequate supplies of crude 
ceive . Undoubtedly he will re- 

€8s in time to come, and with

®n spot, the situation will he 


greatly aggravated before there is any 
easing of the condition. 

Many advances and a few declines 
have occurred during the week, and 
while many of the items are of rela- 
tive unimportance, the present condi- 
ticn of the market points clearly to 
what may be expected, especially in 
the one-speculative materials. The un- 
dertone of the market at the close is 
markedly firmer, and business is show- 
ing renewed activity. The following 
table of price movements and the sub- 
sequent more intimate consideration of 
the various groups in the drug market 
emphasize the contention stated above 
-that stocks ought to be examined 
with the greatest care, and, so far as 
is possible, needs of the future to the 
extent of six months at least ought to 
be anticipated at present prices.

CALABAR.—~To arrive, the material 
is quoted on the spot on the basis of 
80c. per pound, although the spot in- 
side is 60@65c. per pound, a price 
available for small and limited quanti- 
ties. The close was firm at this level. 

TONKA.—Good demand is reported 
for the Angostura material, and the 
price at $1@1.05 per pound is easily 
maintained on spot, in view of the 
stocks available. The outlet toward 
Europe has been shut off, and this 
served to stabilize the spot market, as 
the limited supplies seem inadequate 
to take care of demand of the moment. 

VANILLA.—Reports continue to in- 
dicate the enhancement of Tahiti va- 
nilla, in view of the fact that the coast 
has nothing to offer in first hands but 
white label material. On the spot, sup- 
plies of green are fair, and the de- 
mand at present prices is holding good. 
The position of Mexicans remains un- 
changed in any fundamental way, and 
the amount of business transacted is 
becoming smaller owing to the ex- 
haustion of supplies. This throws bus- 
iness to Bourbon material, which is 
reaching the spot in fair amount. Ad-+ 
vices received from France indicate 
that at the present time sellers in that 
market are inclined to hold goods for 
higher value, and a speculative market 
has eventuated.

Some rumors have been 
present on the spot to the effect that 
the government is requiring a prepara- 
tion in’ which the calendula flower 
forms an important ingredient. This 


could not be substantiated among sell- 


ers of the flower. Between dealers, 
the price is generally placed at $i per 
pound, but as there is a wide margin 
as to quality in the marigold offered, 
it is difficult to state an inside price.

will be considered necessary, obliges’ the 
pressers, holders, and exporters of this article 
to declare their existing stocks, and estab- 


lishes the maximum price at which the lemon 
oil must be sold to the Ministry of Commerce 
—provided that it has the prescribed physical 
data, 

This action by the government will have 
—as in fact it has already had—an immediate 
reaction upon the course of business and upon 
prices. The first and most important effect 
of this step will be that of putting into use, 
giving value to, and causing the liquidation 
of a very heavy stock which was weighing 
in a damaging manner upon the market and 
iegravated the crisis of the lemon growing 
industry. 

So far there are no 
the exportation of the article. It is evident 
that exportation will be handicapped by the 
mere fact of the existing requisition and regis- 
tration of existing stocks. It is already known 
that the absorption of the article by the 
government for State purposes will be very 
important, and this has already produced an 
uncertainty in our market and an advance 
in prices for export requirements, 

MACE.—Some quarters reqorted an 
advance of 25c. per pound for this ma- 
terial, but the movement was not gen 
eral, the price remaining quotably un- 
changed at $2.25@2.30 per pound. 

NUTMEG.—The material is in mod- 
erate request on the spot and sellers 
report the price at $2.25@2.30 per pound 
at the close of the market. 

ORANGE.—In sympathy with the 
Messina essences in general, sweet 
Italian oil of orange has again ad- 
vanced orn advices from the primary 
market, which is reported strong for 
shipment material. The close was at 
$3 per pound, and while inquiry has not 
improved to any considerable extent, 
the close was firm at this price. . In 
some directions there is a tendency to 
advance the price of West Indian oil 
also, but it has been pointed out that 
this is unwarranted and purely specu- 
lative ventures on the strength shown 
in the Italian material. The West In- 
dian oil closed at $1.75@1.80 per pound. 

PEPPERMINT.—While there has 
been practically no chane~ in the gen- 
eral situation, the control of both 
present and future operations rests 
solely in the-hands of the dwellers in 
the Land of the Peppermint growers 
It seems certain at the present writing 
that the tide has set in strongly toward 
higher prices for the oil. Telegraphic 
advices to the Reporter, rme:ved too 
late for publication in the previous 
issue, indicate sales of 10,006 pounds of 
oil at $5 per pound and better in the 
West at the close of last week. Spot 
opinion agrees that coming from .the 
West to the extent of admitting a 
sharr shortage or curtailment of out- 
put for the coming year. On the other 
hand, it holds strongly to the conten- 
tion that the advance has been totally 
out of proportion—that an advance of 
$2 per pound in peppermint oil will 
“cover a multitude of sins” and cer- 
tainly take care of a curtailment much 
lower than the total estimate of 75,000 
pounds from the coming crop.

British Dyes and Levinstein Amalga- 
mation Approved by Sharehold- 
ers of Former Against Direc- 
tors’ Advice. 


London, Aug. 23, 1918, 

By a substantial majority at Hudders- 
field the shareholders of British Dyes 
(Limited) have approved the _ proposed 
scheme of amalgamation with Levinstein 
(Limited), Manchester. 

The chairman, Mr. James Falconer, M. 
P., proposed to the meeting that the 
scheme of fusion should not be approved. 
He said that the main question was as 
to the control and management of British 
Dyes. The board regarded this as of vital 
consequence to industries in which the 
supply of dyes was essential, Under the 
scheme the management of the proposed 
company would be placed in the hands of 
two managing directors, and the effective 
control of the directorate would be in the 
hands of a body of shareholders whose 
interest in the company would be largely 
financial. Unless there was adequate 
control there would be risk of excessive 
prices being charged, unfair competition 
with other dye makers, undue preference 
as regards the supply of dyes and the 
development of the undertaking being 
made subordinate to the distribution of 
profits. He saw no way in which effec- 
tive protection against these risks could 
be afforded in the case of amalgama- 
tion, except by establishing a board con. 
stituted so as to exercise authoritive 
control in the interests of the industries 
concerned. Without such a board the 
provisions proposed by the Board of 
Trade for the protection of the different 
interests would be of no practical value. 

Mr. G. P. Norton, one of the directors 
who had issued a minority report in 
favor of amalgamation, said that merger 
in some form was essential if at the en 
of the war they were +o be free from 
German domination. On the question of 
control he drew attention to the govern- 
ment safeguards, There were to be re- 
strictions of imports after the war, and 
the committee responsible would admit 
dyes which were not manufactured here 
in sufficient quantities or were not sold 
at a reasonable price. That stopped any 
monopoly. The government would put a 
veto on the transfer of shares if the con- 
trol of the company was getting into 
undesirable hands. It was proposed that 
three directors shall be nominated by 
British Dyes (Limited), three by Levin- 
stein’s, and three by the government, 
with power to stop any abuse. 

On a poll being taken the chairman’s 
motion was defeated by 168,18 votes to 
487.039. 

The chairman said that the majority of 
the directors had to place their resigna- 
tions in the hands of the shareholders, 
viz.:—Messrs. Falconer, Lee, _ Christie, 
Garnett, and Hollins, and Dr. Forster. 

A committee was appointed to act with 
the directors to arrange the amalgama- 
tion. 


ATS AND OILS. 


Survey to July 1, 1918, Shows Stocks 
of Lard, Oleo, Cottonseed Oil, 
Peanut and Corn Oil. 


Washington, Sept. 13, 1918. 


Survey of the supply of fats and oils 
other than retail stocks as of July 1, 1918, 
has been made by the United States DVe- 
partment of Agriculture and will be re- 
ported to the interdepartmental confer- 
ence on fats and oils at the next meet- 
ing September 11. 

The general summary is as follows:— 
Lard, 114,693,782 pounds; lard compounds 
(including substitutes other than purely 
vegetable substitutes), 50,410,780 pounds; 





solid vegetable cooking fats, 42,636.551 
pounds; oleo stock, oleo oil and edible 
tallow. 30,770,747 pounds; cottonseed oil 


41,718,674 gallons; olive oil, 901,995 gallons; 
peanut oil, 4,839,931 gallons; corn oil, 2,- 
891,457 gallons. 

The figures given above include stocks 
actually reported as on hand by manu- 
facturers, storage houses and wholesale 
dealers, and also quantities reported as 
in transit from these stores. The stocks 
of retail dealers, as reported for July 1 
1918, are not included, since these re- 
ports are still in process of being tabu- 
lated. In a similar survey made by the 
department for January 1, 1918, the retail 
stocks constituted the following percent- 
ages of the total commercial stocks of 
the commodities here considered:— Lard. 
29.5 per cent.; lard compounds, 38.3 per 
cent.; solid vegetable cooking fats, 28.9 
per cent.; oleo stock, oleo oil and edible 
tallow, 2.2 per cent.; cottonseed oil, 2.5 
per cent.: olive oil, 44.8 per cent.; pea- 
nut oil, 4.8 per. cent. 

In the case of lard and lard compounds 
the stocks reported as on hand on July. 


1. 1918, were slightly less than the cor- 
responding stocks for July 1. 1917, the 
percentages being 96.3 and 98.4 respec- 
tively. The holdings of oleo stock, oleo 
oil and edible tallow were 87.8 per cent. 


of those reported a year earlier. The 
greatest decrease is noted in the case of 
olive oil, where the holdings on July 1, 
1918, were only 35.8 per cent. of the hold- 
ings for July 1, 1917.

There is not much that is new to be 
old of the general market for dye 
and dyewoods at New York, with 
movement of stocks generally 
rted for the various items which 
are obtainable. Scarcity of stocks is 
still pronounced in many quarters, and 
this is tending to largely restrict trad- 
ing, and in the markets for such items 
gg are practically out of stock now 
prices are being given ag nominal 
where obtainable or not at all, dealers 
in the several commodities in question 
ying loath to name figures for some- 
thing they have not got. Demand for 
most of the commodities comprising 
the list is still large and active, and 
prices are firmly upheld by sellers upon 
former level% There are a few in- 
sanceg where figures have moved 
higher and in one or two cases declines 
ae noted. In the main, however, 
prices are unchanged. 

None of the vegetable dyestuffs is in 
anything like adequate supply, and 
some of those which are being scantily 
offered include such items as albumen, 
both blood and egg, egg yolk, gambier, 
dextrines, sago flour, tapioca flour and 
fustic and logwood extracts. Annatto 
isquite and vegetable indigo is attract- 
ing only small demand. Divi-divi and 
cochineal are not to be had in the open 
trading, and the same continues to be 
true entirely of myrabolans and one or 
two other items, such as logwood, fustic 
and brazilwood, with a possibility that 
some small stocks of brazilwood and 
fustic might be found on diligent search 
in strong hands. Cutch is not openly 
offered, and arrivals are slow. Que- 
bracho extract is in the same position, 
with incoming shipments consigned 
directly to consumers almost entirely 
under government control. Quercitron 
is hard to obtain, and prices are gen- 
erally for small lots. Sumac is quiet, 
but there are no large stocks of it on 
hand, and prices are being firmly 
maintained at the recently noted high 
level. This is true of both the im- 
ported Sicilian and the domestic Vir- 
ginan kinds. Sumac extracts are re- 
ceiving a good call, but of a routine 
kind, and prices are without change, 
but firm. 

In the chemical descriptions listed in 
this market there is much interest be- 
ing shown in acetate of soda at present, 
though offers are small and _ stocks 
hard to locate. The same is true of 
antimony salts, there being restricted 
offers of the 65 per cent. salt heard 
only, while no mention is made of the 
fi per cent., or the 75 per cent. quali- 
ties, and prices are unobtainable. The 
bichromates are as a whole irregular, 
in that the potash material shows 
signs of more firmness under a better 
inquiry and some recent sales at fig- 
ures Over the recently quoted level, 
while the soda bichromate is quiet and 
appears eas.er, with prices fraction- 
ally lower at this writing. It is stated 
thay any improvement in the demand 
in either item would have the effect 
ot bringing up prices at once, as stocks 
are not large, though sufficient for the 
current call.

It is stated 
that there is a steady demand from 
consumers, and stocks are small. Noth- 
ing is heard of the 47-per-cent. or the 
75-per-cent. kinds, and prices are not 


being given. 


BICHROMATES. — Taken together, 
the markets for the bichromates of 


potash and soda may be termed irreg- 


ular in that while the potash material 
shows signs of firming up and prices 


are slightly higher among’ second 


hands, the market for bichromate of 


soda is quiet, and prices are fraction- 
ally lower than a week ago. Sales of 
the potash material are quoted at 45c. 
per pound, and some holders are ask- 
ing 46c. for small quantities, reporting 
that inquiry shows signs of picking up, 
and second hands are lining up with 
the producers’ price levels. Sellers of 
the soda material, on the contrary, are 
offering at 23%c. per pound, or ce. 
under a week ago for large quantities, 
and some ask up to 24c. for resale lots. 
Consumers are showing only a small 
interest, giving the market a quiet ap- 
pearance. Stocks of both materials 
are, however, anything but burden- 
some, and prices would quickly respond 
to heavy buying, it is stated. 

BRAZILWOOD.—The limited arriv- 
als of wood reaching this country from 
primary points are being sold to ar- 
rive, it is stated by importers, and the 
market is practically bare of supplies, 
it being probable that some small 
stocks might be picked up, however, at 
$65@70 per ton. The scarcity of the 
wood is restricting activity, and the 
market rules generally quiet, though 
strong in tone. 

COCHINEAL.—Sellers of cochineal 
report no important change in this 
market, with stocks not to be had 
locally and prices a matter of opinion 
and not generally obtainable as an 
actual trading basis. Demand is dor- 
mant at present, owing to the inability 
of would-be purchasers to get their 
needs. 

CUTCH.—-Dealere in cutch report 
that there are virtually no stocks to 
be had and the market is nominal all 
around. Last prices quoted for cutch 
were on the basis of 15@16c. per pound 
for the Borneo kind in bales, 22@24c. 
per pound for the Rangoon in boxes 
South American in slabs is not being 
priced, Demand is active and the 
market strong. 

DEXTRINES.—There is little new to 
report of the market for dextrines, de- 
mand having quieted down through 
sheer inability of sellers to meet the 
call of consumers. Prices are there- 
fore very firm and more or less nom- 
inal in some instances. Corn dextrine 
is 2c. higher, at 8c. per pound for the 
yellow and 8%c. per pound for the 
white, British gum and imported po- 
tato are not to be had and domestic 
potato is tightly held at 20@20%c. per 
pound, with some sellers asking’ up 
to 21c. for small quantities. Tapioca 
flour hold at 144%@15%c. per pound on 
the spot and Japanese potato starch is 
quiet at 13@13%c., while domestic po- 
tato starch rules unchanged at 12%@ 
13c,. per pound in bags. Wheat starch 
cannot be had, owing to the prohibition 
of the Government against its manu- 
facture. Rice starch is scarce and 
firm at 12%c. and corn starch is 
quoted at 6@7c. per pound for the 
powdered and 7@7%%c. for the pearl. 
DIVI-DIVI. — Sellers continue to 
name $70@80 per ton for divi-divi, 
according to quantity and quality with- 
out making any definite offers of the 
material. There are no stocks to be 
had in the open market and the situ- 
ation is entirely nominal. Divi-divi 
extract, 25 per cent tannin basis, is 
quoted at 5%@é6c. per pound, quantity 
and quality governing also. 
FUSTIC.—No relief has been reported 
in the matter of stocks in the market 
for fustic and no offers ave heard lo- 
cally, or from nearby quarters. Prices 
are still nominal and variable, some 
reporting $50 as a likely figure, while 
others declare that nothing less than 
$80 per ton would command any offer- 
ing, if available.

cause there is nothing offering. 

The resale price is nominally $5 per 
100 pounds, but littie is obtainable at 
any price. There is some complaint 
that the government committee has 
not as yet fixed prices for July deliv- 
eries. There is little prospect for any 
material change in the situation, as 
there is no increase in production in 
Bpite of the high price. Exports from 
Chili for the first six months of this 
year were 1,438,000 tons, which was 
20,000 tons less than for the same period 
last year. This country is getting a 
Jarger percentage of the total output 
than it formerly did however. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONTA.—There 
is no change in the sulphate of am- 
monia situation. As has been stated, 
the leading producers, when they are 
allowed to sell to the trade, make a 
price of about $4.75 per 100 pounds. 
There is, of course, no chance of sup- 
plying even a small part of the de- 
mand at this price, In the resale mar- 
ket what little there is to offer brings 
fancy prices. In the resale market $7.65 
per 100 pounds in bulk and $8 in bags 
seems to be the current quotations, but 
there is very little offering. 


PHOSPHATES. 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—In the fer- 
tilizer material market it has been of- 
ten said recently that acid phosphate 
was something that had not as yet 
come into its own—meaning, of course, 
that it has not advanced as rapidly as 
have most fertilizer materials. There 
is a firmer undertone to the market, 
however, and producers are faced with 
a situation that presents the certainty 


. of an increasing cost of production, 


and are not making contracts for dis- 
tant delivery at present quotations. 
The New York price is unchanged at 
$18 a ton, but there is a firmness to 
the market, and nothing is offering at 
Southern shippings points under $16.25. 

BONES.—There is little change in 
the situation in this market, and no 
quotable change in prices has been 
made this week. Rough hard are 
quoted at $30@32 a ton; soft steamed 
unground at $24; ground steamed, 1% 
per cent. ammonia and 50 per cent. 
bone phosphate, $31; ground steamed, 
3 and 50 per cent., $37: raw ground, 4 
per cent. ammonia and 50 per cent. 
bone phosphate, $44. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—For some 
time the labor situation has been the 
whole thing as far as the price of mhos- 
phate rock is concerned, Naturally, 
labor and transportation are the big- 
gest cost items in a product of this 
sort, and the price was raised in an- 
ticipation of additional labor cost long 
before wages were advanced. It is 
said that wage increases have been 
made, although the demands of the 
laborers have not been met. Strikes 
have been prevented thus far, how- 
ever, and the advance in price that has 
been made discounts all additional cost 
of production up to this time at least. 
Florida land pebble, 68 mer cent., is 
quoted at $5 a ton, and 75 per cent. at 
$7@7.25, f. 0. b. Tampa. Ttnnessee rock, 
87@80 per cent., is $7@8. High grade 
Florida hard rock is $8.50@9. 


POTASHES. 


The supply of muriate of potash is 
small, and the demand is not particu- 
larly active except when goods is of- 
fered that looks cheap. There has been 
a ready absorption of the Japanese 
goods, offering at prices under those 
quoted on high grade stuff by domes- 
tic producers, and no complaint is 
heard about the character of the im- 
ported goods, The question of the sup- 
ply of the imported goods is, of course, 
largely a matter of freight room. The 
domestic producers are firm in their 
price ideas, and there is a very fair 
demand for low grade, 40 per cent. 
stuff, at around $4.50 per unit. 

PYRITES.—The pyrites market is a 
Washington matter, and there has been 
no news from Official sources during 
the last week that changes the situa- 
tion. There is an abundance of sul- 
mhur available in the form of pyrites 
if the government sees fit to take off 
restrictions and freight room is ob- 
tainable. The market is now so closely 
held down by government restrictions, 
that there is no market. The govern- 
ment is closely in touch with the sit- 
uation, and at any time may make 
different arrangements as regards ‘the 
supply, if the situation demands it. 


Atlanta, Ga., Sept. 13, 1918, 
Owing to high prices trading in fert!Iizer 
materials in practically all lIines continues 
light.

Every effort is being made by the fertilizer 
manufacturers here to get out goods in quan- 
tities sulticiently large to take care of the 
needs of the dealers and the consumers, but 
this is proving a difficult task because of 
the shortage of labor. The inadequacy of the 
working torcegs is becoming more and more 
pronounced, of course, and whether the manu-. 
facturers will succeed in taking care of all 
the wants of the trade is a question that can- 
not be answered at this time. The factories 
are tar behind their orders, which have come 
in and continue to be received with some free. 
dom, although the buyers, perhaps, do not 
realize fully the difficulties under which the 
makers of mixtures labor, Apart from the 
actual cutting down of forces there is further 
loss by reason of the lessened efficiency of the 
workers actually employed, while shorter hours 
and intervening holidays cut into the volume of 
mixtures turned out and moved. Some of the 
factories are said to be at least 50 per cent. 
undermanned, and the problem of how to get 
out the goods igs troubling them not a little. 
If the movement should prove to be much or 
at all below what is to be regarded as normal, 
the fault will lie with the scarcity of workers 
almost entirely, it having been possible to get 
crude materials in sufficient quantities to keep 
the plants as busy as they could be kept. 
What the makers of mixtures fear is that the 
new registration and draft of men from 18 to 
20 and from 30 to 45 inclusive will make stim 
heavier inroads upon their forces, so that it 
will be virtually impossible to handle the busi- 
ness offered. With this prospect imminent it 
cannot be too strongly impressed upon the 
buyers that if they delay their orders they 
are sure to find themselves short of the sup- 
plies of fertilizers which they need. The de- 
mand, instead of being confined to certain pe- 
riods of the year, dividing the twelve months 
into active and quiet seasons, will have to be 
practically continuous if the goods are to be 
gotten out. For those who remain in the offices 
and the factories of the manufacturing plants 
it will be a case of keeping at it all the 
time, at least during the period of the war. 
Of course, the backwardness of the movement 
On account of the labor shortage has served 
ag a check upon the inquiry for crude stocks, 
since the factories do not know just where they 
stand, They may need further supplies of this 
kind and may find themselves with a lot of 
undistributed mixed goods on hand. In this 
event they would not have any use for further 
crude stocks, for there is no object in acquir- 
ing such supplies if the mixtures cannot be dls. 
posed of. The future, therefore, presents a 
decided state of uncertainty, and it is largely 
@ case among the fertilizer men of going 
ahead from day to day and feeling the way, 
as it were, since virtually none of the pre- 
vious guides are of value now, Entirely new 
conditions are to be faced, and problems never 
before dealt with are constantly coming up. 

FISH SCRAP.—The information from down 
the bay as to-the state of the menhaden fish- 
ing is still very unsatisfactory. For some un- 
known reason the fish have moved away from 
the waters there and are to be encountered 
only in limited numbers, Operations along the 
coast from Cape May northward are far more 
productive, but this does not help the Chesa- 
peake Bay factories, for the reason that the 
fish cannot be delivered there in good condi- 
tion, losing a large part of their commercial 
value by the time they get there. Hence the 
fleet is virtually compelled to confine itself to 
the regions nearer their base, and these have 
not been productive to a degree that might 
make the work more profitable. While in the 
beginning of the season the situation looked 
decidedly hopeful, it has now become prob- 
lematical if the factories will end the season 
with a margin to their credit or face an ac- 
tual loss. They are unable to mark up the 
prices still higher, for the quotations are al- 
ready above those for other anima) ammo- 
niates, and there is a limit beyond which the 
sellers of scrap cannot well go. The market 
remains around $7.25 and 20 at the factory, 
and, according to reports received here, vir- 
tually all of the scrap has been disposed of. 
As conditions now are, there is every pros- 
pect that all of the scrap made will be readily 
placed. The asking price for oil continues 
around $1.25 per gallon, and the sellers are 
decidedly firm in their ideas as to value. 


TANKAGE.—The developments of the last 
week with regard to tankage have not been 
of a character to give the market a materially 
different aspect. With the factories encounter- 
ing serious difficulties in the matter of get- 
ting out goods, they are not disposed to give 
much attention to the placing of orders for 
further supplies of ammoniates, and the trade 
thus presents an appearance of marked quiet, 
at least in this section. Additional stocks of 
tankage may be needed, but the buyers do 
not know where they stand and naturally 
hesitate to augment their holdings until they 
have made room by the distribution of a con- 
siderable part of their output of mixtures. 
This tends to cause uneventfulness in the 
trade and is productive of a certain degree of 
pressure upon the market. The large Western 
producers continue to profess confidence in the 
cutlook and talk of a good demand from some 
sections, but an easier feeling is none the 
less evident in the trade, and the quotations 
remain at the lower figures reported of late, 
being around $7.20 and 10 to $7.25 and 10, 
c. a, f, basis Baltimore, for 11 and 15 high 
grade ground tankage. The offerings of the 
nearby producers are taken up at concessions, 
but otherwise there is little inquiry, the buy- 
érs being disposed to wait until they can see 
their way more clearly than at present. 

GROUND BLOOD.—While the South is the 
chief market for ground blood, this section 
taking rather to other ammoniates, the pre- 
vailing situation may none the less be said 
to reflect general conditions in the trade. Calls 
for stocks of this ammoniate are very few, 
and pronounced quiet hangs over the trade, 
the buyers being in the position where they 
do not know what their needs will be or rather 
what they will be able to do when the time 
arrives for the demand to manifest itself. 
The tone of the market, therefore, is easy, 
with no indication that the quotations will be 
marked up before long.

In order to successfully intro- 
duce such products into this field it would 
seem advisable for other manufacturers 
to adopt the German plan of introduction. 
The Continental manufacturers supplied 
the foremost German house in the trade 
in Shanghai with an unlimited quantity 
of dyes of ali kinds on consignment and 
allowed it a commission of 20 per cent. on 





all sales. In addition the manufacturers 
detailed chemists to this firm’s office, who 
undertook to demonstrate to the Shang- 
hai company’s customers the various 
colors made and, in certain cases, to turn 


out sample colors upon request.

Leading pro- 
ducers continue to operate at capacity 
to meet the urgent demand from regu- 
lar cOnsumers and are asking the 
government fixed prices of 6@8c. per 
pound for the 16-degree ammonia in 
carboys, according to quantity, 7@9c. 
per pound for the 20-degree and 
8%@10%c. per pound for the 22-degree 
material. The ins‘de figure jis for car- 
lots, at producers’ works. Producers 
are not in a favorable position to ac- 
cept new business for immediate ship- 
ment, but are doing the best they can 
to supply all manufacturers who can 
show that their needs are regarded as 
essential by the War Industries Board. 

ARSENIC.—Considerable business is 
reported as passing to consumers for 
delivery over 1919, much of it being 
placed by insecticide manufacturers, 
the price reported as generally named 
being 9c. per pound. The program for 
the conservation of tnis material for 
domestic users is being aided by cur- 
tailment of shipments to glass makers. 
Meanwhile, the local spot market is 
dormant, so to speak, there being vir- 
tually no supplies obtainable, with 
prices nominally those established by 
the government, or from 9% to 12c. per 
pound, according to quantity. 

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Scar- 
city of available stocks is the feature 
of the local market for bicarbonate of 
soda, and the market appears to be in 
virtual control of second hands, so far 
as spot transactions may be concerned, 
limited resale offerings being reported 
at 38%@38%c. per pound, while pro- 
ducers are not offering immediate ship- 
ments. The latter report a rather sub- 
stantial business being placed by con- 
sumers for 1919 delivery, which is 
quoted at 2%c. per pound for ship- 
ments in barrels, and 2%c, per pound 
for kegs at works. There is an active 
demand for the commodity at this time, 
with baking interests a good factor in 
the situation. 

BLEAQHING POWDER.—The local 
market for bleaching powder is devoid 
of prime material, and producers are 
not offering anything, being sold up for 
their output for some time to come. 
Second hands have some material to 
offer, but it is asserted by leading fac- 
tors that this material is not up to the 
required test and has been standing for 
some time. It is possible that there are 
some very small parcels of prime bleach 
to be found in second hands, and for 
such the noniinal price heard is 4@4%c. 
per pound for domestic drums, some 
asking up to 6c. per pound for small 
export containers, though not offering 
actual goods.

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UNION DYE PLANT. 


Formerly Federal Dyestuff, Taken 
Over by New Company. 


Carrying out the plans as outlined in 
the Reporter in its issue of July 22 last, 
the Union Dye and Chemical Company, 
ghich was organized to succeed the Fed- 
eral Dy* stuff and Chemical Corporation, 
pas taken over the plants of the latter 
company at Kingsport, Tenn., in conform- 
ance with the terms of the sale of the 
property to the new company under fore- 
dosure proceedings last July. Represen- 
tatives of the new company, of which 
gverly M. Davis is president, took formal 
gsession of the Kingsport properties on 
Monday last, A. A. Matheson, formerly 
prominently connected with the Du Pont 
Chemical Works, being installed as gen- 
eal manager of the Union Company at 
Kingsport. This action followed the for- 
mal filing of a court order in the Federal 
Court at Knoxville, Tenn., confirming the 
foreclosure sale. 

The company holds large government

LATE MARKETS. 


Tankage Quotations Drop at Close of 


Week in Baltimore. 
Baltimore, Md., Sept. 14, 1918. 

Late developments in the tankage and 
ground blood market, following the holi- 
days, are as follows:— 

TANKAGE.—The downward turn of tankage 
in the West was not long maintained, and 
during the last week the quotations went back 
to the previous figures, which were around 
$7.30 and 10 for 11 and 15 high grade ground 
tankage, c. a, f, basis Baltimore. This price 
is for spot or nearby shipment, futures having 
been marked up to levels which the buyers re- 
gard as almost fantastic. ‘The price asked for 
October, November and December shipment is 
around $7.50 and 10 for the grade mentioned, 


which is not for a moment considered by the 
buyers here. Even on nearby shipments the 
inquiry is held in abeyance, the factories hav- 
ing no needs to meet now and being entirely 
content to wait for future developments, the 
stocks in hand will suffice to take care of all 
requirements. Just now it looks as though 
there would be no necessity for supplementary 
orders, and the factories may even find them- 
selves with a considerable quantity of goods 
on hand which they are unable to ship. The 
trouble is that with the working forces greatly 
reduced, generally to about 40 per cent. of 
normal, the factories are confronted by very 
definite limits, beyond which they cannot hope 
to go.
